There has been of late an increasing num- 
ber of statements by leading astrologers, 
including men with a scientific career, to 
the effect that astrology ought to be made 
“scientific.” The terms “laboratory tests,” 
“experimental, ” have been used in connec- 
tion with new astrological “research.” The 
old astrology has been condemned as “un- 
scientific,” and “proofs” have been given of 
new systems involving complicated mathe- 
matical and astronomical formulations. 

It seems necessary, for the sake of astrol- 
ogy. itself and of the public at large, that 
these claims be investigated, not in terms 
of superficial results, but as to the validity 
of the fundamentals involved. In this brief 
article it is not our purpose to pursue such 
a tundamental investigation, but merely to 
ask questions and to suggest certain tests. 
We hope that if those are sufficiently broad- 
cast something might be started which 
would clarify the field of astrology and help 
to define, by limiting it, its scope and to es- 
tablish the true character of the astrological 
method. 

First of all, it would be well to differen- 
tiate clearly the various branches of astrol- 
ogy. This alone would put an end to much 
of the confusion existing at present in the 
minds of interested people. To that end, we 
would tentatively suggest that the following 
basic classification be accepted as a general 
framework: 


1. Mundane or Natural Astrology 


This is undoubtedly the oldest form of as- 
trology. Astrology began, it seems evident, 
in agricultural civilizations like the Chaldean 
and the Chinese, as a system of research 
enabling men to determine a yearly calen- 
dar, regulating all agricultural activities. As 
such, astrology was a matter of life and 
death for the people. It was so vital as to 
be considered “sacred.” Priests-Initiates 
dealt with it under the seal of authority of 
the King. Its function was to determine the 
proper time for sowing and harvesting, for 
breeding the cattle, for performing all the 
vital acts insuring the life of the community. 

When problems of preservation of the 
race-type arose, as in ancient India when 
the Aryan invaders were in danger of being 
physiologically absorbed by the older in- 


habitants of India, the question of human 
breeding became even more important than 
cattle-breeding. This was the origin of the 
caste-system . and apparently of erect- 
ing the birth-chart of individual persons in 
order to make sure that their mating would 
produce vital offspring. Thus originated 
“natal astrology” at first dealing with purely 
physiological problems. 

Just as the old astrological calendar and 
the zodiac have developed into the science 
of astronomy, so it may be assumed that 
other and more complex forms of natural 
or mundane astrology may eventually be- 
come part of an extended science including 
astronomy, meteorology, seismology and 
certain aspects of the sciences dealing with 
the propagation and development of physio- 
logical types (vegetable, animal and human). 

In other words, mundane astrology deals 
with purely physical and impersonal factors; 
with natural cycles and natural laws. The 
individual personal human element does not 
enter into it; and the type of prognostica- 
tion used is of the same nature (theoretical- 
ly) as that featured in astronomy and me- 
teorology; and at the limit, in sociological 
sciences using statistical data. 


2. Horary Astrology 


One might consider horary astrology as 
a symbolical extension of mundane astrol- 
ogy. The latter dealt with obvious physi- 
cal cycles having recognizable natural causes 
susceptible (theoretically at least) of “scien- 
tific” correlations. The year-cycle is caused 
by the physical motion of the earth; physio- 
logical heredity may be traced to theoreti- 
cally observable and measurable chromo- 
zones and genes. Horary astrology, on the 
other hand, takes for granted that every mo- 
ment of time can be considered as the be- 
ginning of a cycle which holds in its seed- 
pattern the secret of the development (or 
destiny) of anything “born” or initiated at 
that moment. 

There, of course, we leave all physical 
natural reality, and everything susceptible 
of “scientific” investigation. The idea that 
a horary chart can satisfactorily reveal the 
success or failure of a trip or speculation, 
and answer any question asked of an astrol- 
oger casting the chart for the time the ques- 
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tion reaches him—is obviously absurd from 
a “scientific” standpoint. There we deal no 
longer with measurable facts, but solely with 
interpretations, 

Horary astrology works just as well as 
divination by the Chinese hexagrams of the 
Yi-king, and no better. It operates purely on 
a basis of conventional symbolism, even 
though there be very definite and universal 
principles back of all similar types of sym- 
bolism of life-interpretation, principles ruled 
by a special, but none the less effective, type 
of “logic.” 

All astrological fortune-telling, all exact 
prediction of events fated to occur to a cer- 
tain person or a collective entity belongs to 
the realm of horary astrology. It does not 
matter whether the prediction is made from 
a birth-chart or a strictly “horary” chart. As 
long as particular concrete events are pre- 
dicted, the principle of horary astrology is 
used—that is, the principle of symbolical in- 
terpretation. This principle is incompatible 
with what we call now “science” for it 
stresses a purely individual factor and the 
individual gift of the person who interprets. 
“Science” is a strictly objective and collec- 
tive system of knowledge. 


3. Natal Astrology 


The last paragraph will be made clearer 
by studying briefly the basis of natal astrol- 
ogy and so-called “progressions.” Natal as- 
trology includes three things, quite different 
in essence. 

a. The radical birth-chart, which conveys 

knowledge as to the nature, character 


and particular physio-psychological 
form of the native. 

Progressions, which constitute a sys- 
tem of interpretation of the phases of 
development of the native’s life. 
Transits, which refer to the manner 
in which conditions in the outer world 
at every moment affect the welfare and 
character of the native. 


The radical birth-chart can be considered, 
as Marc Edmund Jones does, as a horary 
chart answering the question: What is to 
be the character and destiny of this per- 
son? If so, then the principle of horary 
astrology applies to natal astrology. Defi- 
nite concrete events may be foretold accord- 
ing to the rules of horary procedure (the 
Radix system is a species of such a pro- 
cedure); and there is no possibility that we 
can see of claiming any “scientific” char- 
acter to it. 

On the other hand the natal chart may 
be considered from the standpoint of mun- 
dane astrology. We may consider the na- 
tive as a nexus of cosmic-magnetic forces 
emanated from planets and stars, and study 
this dynamic configuration as we study a 
weather-chart determining zones of high 
and low pressure, the direction and intensity 


of the wind, etc. This point of view can 
theoretically lead to “scientific” data, pro 
vided an enormous amount of statistics and 
comparisons of charts be made. 

_ But—and here is a capital point—there 
is no room that we can see in such an ap- 
proach for “progressions.” Transits may 
be accepted as they represent astronomical 
facts and the effect of actual relationships 
between moving celestial bodies and a par- 
ticular pattern of energies supposed to rep- 
resent accurately the native. But all pro- 
gressions (secondary, primary and so-called 
“symbolical”) are interpretations and not 
facts. All progressions are purely symbol- 
ical. They correspond to nothing real, in 
terms of physical and “scientific” reality. 
How could they ever be included in a 
“scientific” system? The idea seems pre- 
posterous considering the basis of modern 
“science.” The very multiplicity of systems 
of progressions; the way in which claims 
ars made for the excellency of this or that 
system and, in certain cases, one system 
works, in others, the others; the number of 
factors, or variables, involved,—so that no 
definite event can ever be pictured with cer- 
tainty with reference to any particular 
progressed configuration;—these, and other 
facts make “progressions” incompatible 
with “scientific” method. 

The “scientific” method is based essen- 
tially on the principle of induction. It 
says that “a correlation which has been 
found true in a number of cases, and has 
never been found false, has a certain as- 
signable degree of probability of being al- 
ways true” (Bertrand Russell). What in- 
terpretation of definite correlation of as- 
trological factors “has never been found 
false”? What is left, in the way of “scien- 
tific’ approach, is the statistical method. 
But here again we find that this method 
hardly befits natal astrology; for .. “It 
might be thought that a statistical average 
is not very different from a rule with ex- 
ceptions, but this would be a mistake. Sta- 
tistics, ideally, are accurate laws about large 
groups; they differ from other laws only in 
being about groups, not about individuals.” 
(Bertrand Russell. ‘The Analysis of Mat- 
ter.” p. 191). 

In other words, we believe that it is abso- 
lutely necessary to distinguish definitely be- 
tween the reading of a radical chart and the 
interpretation of “progressions.” This, both 
from a theoretical and a practical stand- 
point; for, practically speaking, if radical 
charts never fail to reveal the basie nature 
of a person—when broadly interpreted by 
an astrologer with psychological insight—, 
“progressions” can never be absolutely re- 
lied upon, at least as far as the prognostica- 
tion of definite and concrete events are con- 
cerned. 

How shall we then conclude the fore- 
going? We have stated so far rather blunt- 
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ly our point of view; but these statements 
were made to call forth criticism and dis- 
cussion. They are to be taken really as 
questions. If what we said is not correct, 
then what? If any system of “progres- 
sions” can be called “scientific” in the sense 
in which modern scientists use the word, 
we shall welcome the proof. Our aim is 
not to invalidate astrology, but to make it 
valid and acceptable to all men of intelli- 
gence and culture—by defining it and mak- 
ing its methods philosophically consistent, 
logical and intellectually honest. If astrol- 
ogy, including foretelling of events by 
progressions, can be demonstrated to be 
“scientific” by some manner of proof, we 
should indeed rejoice that it is so. But will 
the proof be forthcoming? 

As already stated we can conceive of 
mundane astrology, in the way we defined 
the term and barring all “progressions,” be- 
coming a true science. This, because it 
deals with facts of the earth, with planetary 
and collective factors. We can conceive 
that the weather, earthquakes and the like 
may be accurately predictable by mundane 
astrology—possibly along the lines of Ed- 
ward Johndro’s work—just as eclipses and 
tides are predictable. But we cannot see 
how horary astrology and any type of 
“progressions” can ever come under the 
heading of “science.” And we are very 
doubtful that natal astrology as a whole 
- ever be advantageously considered as 
such. 

The greatest value of natal astrology, we 
believe, lies in its being an accurate repre- 
sentation of the individual human being. 
And we claim that no “science” can ever 
deal with the individual as an individual. 
Science can analyze and study the collective 
and universal elements which make up the 
individual; it may learn everything about 
the parts of the whole, but the wholeness 
of the whole—the individualhood or self- 
hood—must always be outside of its reach. 

This applies to astrology inasmuch as we 
believe that, while statistical knowledge as 
to the probability of a particular astrological 
configuration signifying a well-defined hu- 
man characteristic is possible, no one can 
ever predict from a given nativity where 
this configuration exists exactly how it will 
manifest itself in that individual case. We 
have read that the conjunction Mars-Nep- 
tune is an index of “genius,” or a favorable 
aspect of Jupiter to Neptune an index of 
great wealth. But all that can be “scien- 
tifically” known is that among all nativities 
featuring these configurations a certain per- 
centage will show genius and wealth of any 
particular type (destructive genius makes 
criminals; there can be physical and spirit- 
ual wealth; etc.) If a child is born with 
the conjunction Mars-Neptune (and there 
is one child in about fifty so endowed), it 
will ever remain impossible to say with 








“scientific” certainty that he will show 
genius, and especially what type of genius 
this will be, if it is at all. 

The knowledge thus known is of the 
same order as that gathered from statistics 
as to the percentage of blondes and 
brunettes, of children born with deficient 
or hyperactive pituitary glands, of twins 
and quintuplets, etc. Is this in what the 
value of natal astrology consists? Not so, 
to our mind. Such statistical knowledge 
may provide astrology with a foundation 
of potentialities (not even facts); but that 
is, at best, only a part of the meaning of 
natal astrology. Similarly, knowledge as 
to the kind of stones and materials likely 
to enter into the structure of a Chinese 
temple, will be only at best the foundation 
of the knowledge to be derived from a study 
of Chinese architecture. What is more sig- 
nificant is the form and purpose of the 
whole building. 

Likewise what is of vital significance in 
a birth-chart is the total configuration of 
the astrological factors it contains. No 
“science” can reveal the individual sig- 
nificance of that total configuration;—of 
any total configuration as an_ individual 
wholeness. Science is based on the intellect 
and its analytical logic; and what is needed 
to reveal such a significance is another 
faculty. We may call it “intuition,” or 
speak of “psychic power” or “seership.” At 
any rate, what is needed is the ability to 
perceive the significance of a total con- 
figuration as a whole. 

Obviously this is very much nearer to 
the esthetic than to the scientific faculty. 
The artist sees a painting—or a landscape— 
as a whole; and as a whole, it has sig- 
nificance to him, if he be truly an artist. 
The real musician apprehends the signifi- 
cance of a melody as a whole, not dividing 
it into separate tones or intervals (planets 
or aspects, in astrology). The meaning of 
this is, that natal astrology (as well as 
horary astrology) has significance and value 
in terms of interpretation, not in terms of 
mere facts. And to put the emphasis on 
interpretation rather than fact is quite un- 
scientific; for the goal of “science” is to re- 
duce interpretation, and all individual judg- 
ment or evaluation, to an absolute minimum. 

Is then astrology ever to become “scien- 
tific’? Wherever it deals with impersonal 
matter-of-fact indications, as in_ strictly 
mundane astrology—or even with large col- 
lectivities in which individual integrated 
values count for little if anything—; there 
possibly astrology may become the founda- 
tion of a new and all-inclusive science, of 
a statistical type. But wherever individual 
situations and configurations are considered, 
there astrology depends on pure symbolism 
and intuitional (or “holistic’— to use Gen- 
eral Smiits’ term) perception. This is al- 
ways the case in horary astrology, and also 
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whenever natal astrology is called upon to 
give testimony to the strictly individual 
character of a particular personality. And 
likewise whenever a chart is ‘ ‘progressed”— 
according to any system. All “progressions” 
are actually symbolical, for the equivalence 
of a day for a year, or four-minutes for a 
year, is obviously a purely symbolical idea. 
What could make it a fact? It is undoubt- 
- edly an idea which works on the average 
and within certain limits; but that does not 
make it a “scientific” fact. Before it could 
become such a fact—even a statistical fact— 
each system of progressions would have to 
be given a certain scope and field of applica- 
tion, and a complex and rather mysterious 
relationship should have to be established 
between the daily rotation of the earth and 
its annual revolution round the sun. And 
if such a relationship were “scientifically” 
established in terms of the operation of 
magnetism or of some other cosmic force, 
one should still explain why it does not al- 
ways operate. We should also add that 
the meaning of “houses” will ever remain 
a hard factor to explain in any system of 
astrology attempting to answer to the 
criterions of science. 

All of which makes many questions to 
answer before astrology may claim the 
epithet “scientific.” Why not rather use the 
less cumbersome one of “artistic”? Does 
the phrase “art of life’ sound worse to our 
Western ears than “science of life’? Pre- 
sumably it does; so thoroughly imbued we 
are with the magic of “science.” 

So, perhaps, we should try to become 
“scientific”! In this case may we suggest 
a little bit of research-work which, we be- 
lieve, would be more conducive to “scien- 
tific’ knowledge than many others which 
have been started of late? It is based on 
the fact that it is more valuable to test 
“scientific” material where it fails than 
where it succeeds to back up a theory. 

To take any known event (earthquake or 
death or stock-market crash), make a chart 
(radical or progressed) for it, and say 
triumphantly: “There, you see, it worked! 
Is it not wonderful ?”—does not prove much. 
For possibly a similar astrological configura- 
tion might not have produced or would not 
produce the same effect at some other time. 
Then, where is the proof? It seems that 
most astrologers have subconsciously no be- 
lief in the valadity of astrological prognos- 
tications, and that they need to reassure 
themselves and their public that, after all, 
there is something in astrology—or in any 
new scheme of progressions, etc. 

What we propuse is to select a dozen 
rather strong astrological configurations— 
as for instance January 1, 1900 or December 
2, 1899—when most planets were in Sagit- 
tarius opposing Neptune. Then on such 
a day as selected, make an international 
search for people born that day with every 


one of the signs rising. Let us say that we 
find ten persons born with Aries 1°; ten, 
with Aries 10°; ten, with Aries 20°—on this 
December 2, 1899; and so on, for every 
sign. That ‘would make 360 persons born 
with practically the same planetary posi- 
tions, but with 36 different set-ups of 
houses. If now, one had an accurate record 
of the outer and inner development of these 
lives, one would have a most valuable ma- 
terial for study. 

To put it more simply, let us all, as- 
trologers, make an effort to get collections 
of at least ten nativities, exactly identical 
or as identical as we can find; and see 
where the destinies and characters of the 
natives differ and where they agree. Let 
us take the birth-chart of a poor dumb boy 
in the slums and the identical birth-chart of 
a highly cultured gentleman on Park Ave- 
nue; and see why the two natives had dif- 
ferent lives. And if there is a few minutes 
of difference between births, how such a 
small difference operated. 

These would constitute real tests as to 
the validity of the “scientific” claim for 
natal astrology. But if the tests failed; if 
ten persons born, in New York State with 
the same chart showed ten sufficiently dif- 
ferent destinies and characters, would it 
destroy the validity of natal astrology? Not 
in the least. It would only transpose this 
validity from the plane of “scientifically” 
demonstrable fact, to that of significant 
formation or idea. 

The facts of these ten lives may be dif- 
ferent. Yet the significance of these dif- 
ferent facts to the ten individuals, as in- 
dividuals and in function of their respective 
collective environment, may be _ identical. 
And that is, to our mind, what counts above 
all. Astrology, at least natal astrology, 
deals primarily with significances and only 
secondarily with facts. But the realm of 
significance is not open to every one; for 
it is that of consciousness—and conscious- 
ness is aristocratic. It is “artistic” and 
not “scientific.” It is based on the In- 
dividual, not on the Collective.

NEPTUNE 


Friends; Ideal Attachments, Both to Persons 
and Aspirations—Hopes and Wishes 


Neptune in the sign Virgo, in the 11th 
house of your solar horoscope, has dominion 
during his stay there (1928-1942) over the 
eleventh house matters listed above; a fairly 
complete analysis of this transit has already 
been given in American Astrology for 
October, 1933. 

During the year under discussion, the in- 
fluence that you feel from Neptune in your 
eleventh house is complicated by the transit 
of Saturn through the opposite sign and 
house of your solar nativity; and although 
the actual opposition of these planets does 
not take place until March of 1936, the 
polarization of their conflicting influences 
in opposing signs, and emotional houses, is 
likely to prove confusing. This will be 
taken up more completely with respect to 
the influence of Saturn in Pisces in the 
fifth house of your solar nativity, in the 
latter part of this article. With respect to 
Neptune, the transit of Saturn, even before 
the actual oppositional contact, will tend to 
bring down to earth your emotional and 
idealistic nature which under this transit 
of Neptune has been flying pretty high. 
When Saturn goes into Pisces (February 
15, 1935) you are likely to be forced to 
make, or begin to make, some important 
readjustments in your notions of people; 
put yourself on guard, at this time, against 
disappointment in people, for Saturn here 
is likely to clip the wings of some of the 
Neptunian dreams and enthusiasms. In the 
more intimate personal sphere, Neptune 
may at this time appear to be refusing his 
support to your dreams, aspirations, plans, 
hopes, and wishes: if this seems to be the 
case, you will know it is because your 
aspirations need to be thought of, and dealt 
with, more rigidly in terms of reality. 

During December, Jupiter in your natal 
Scorpio makes the sextile of Neptune (De- 
cember 19) and this is an optimistic aspect 
of the first water, tending to fill you full 
of hopes, good cheer, and enthusiasms... 
of exactly the sort which, if you let the 
bubble expand too much, Saturn will later 
delight to deflate; so be warned, and temper 


your enthusiasms at this time with common- 
sense. In February, as Saturn enters your 
fifth house, Venus makes the opposition to 
Neptune (February 12); guard at this time 
against emotional confusion. In March, the 
opposition of Mercury (March 28) warns 
against mental upset through worry, and 
also through matters of romance and 
younger people. The most upsetting aspect 
to Neptune during this year comes in Oc- 
tober, when Mars in Sagittarius makes the 
square to Neptune from the second, or 
money house of your solar horoscope. 
Watch your finances carefully at this time; 
guard especially against impractical advice 
from friends; do not be tempted to make 
excessive expenditures for purposes of en- 
tertaining. 
URANUS 
Employment and Health (Till March 29): 
Then Partnership, Marriage, Public 
Popularity, the General Public in Relation 
to You Personally 


Uranus the Incalculable completes (March 
29, 1935) his stay in your solar sixth house, 
and his exit therefrom should put an end 
to a set of trying conditions, which have 
been fully discussed in the October, 1933, 
issue of American Astrology. He makes his 
entrance into Taurus (March 29) into your 
solar seventh house, of marriage, partner- 
ship, and public popularity, under favorable 
auspices of Mercury, Venus, and Saturn, 
and remains there till May of 1942, a period 
of eight years. This is therefore a very sig- 
nificant and important transit, falling on an 
angle of your Solar Horoscope. 

Uranus is advanced, erratic, incalculable, 
sudden, and impulsive in his action; he is 
the planet par excellence of individualism, 
both in thought and action: explorers, in- 
ventors, radicals and liberals of all sorts are 
under his influence. He represents the in- 
dividual will, the individual emotion, the in- 
dividual consciousness: he is therefore dyna- 
mic, forceful, heedless of others, intent first 
and foremost on his own designs and pur- 
poses. These designs may, paradoxically 
enough, be altruistic in the highest sense of 
the word, conceivably embodying plans for 
the aid and advancement of the entire hu- 
man race... in the pursuit of which the

Uranian is none the less capable of ignor- 
ing the trouble he is making for those 
around him. For Uranus thinks in large 
breath-taking concepts, and being so ab- 
sorbed with his ideals he frequently misses 
the small, individual problems around him. 

Transitting your seventh house of part- 
nership, marriage, and association, Uranus 
will have a double effect: (1) on you per- 
sonally and your dealings with people 
around you, and your popularity in the 
world; (2) on those around you, making 
them somewhat difficult for you to deal with 
because of conflicting viewpoints. 

As Uranus comes out of your sixth house, 
you are likely to feel, pretty suddenly, a 
release from a restricting and irritating re- 
striction: this is particularly likely to be 
true, because at almost the same time, 
Saturn comes out of your Solar fourth 
house, releasing you from some restricting 
influence, real or imagined, in your domestic 
environment, or in personal matters. You 
are likely to feel, from both these shackles’ 
removal at the same time, an up-surge of 
good spirits, optimism, and plain physical 
vitality and energy, which is pretty sure to 
manifest itself in your way of thinking, liv- 
ing, and dealing with people. It will be 
necessary for you to hold this vitality 
strictly in leash, lest through it you become 
too arrogant and aggressive for your own 
best interests. You are likely now to be 
downright, tactless, stubborn, unwilling to 
yield an inch to the other fellow, and not 
especially careful how you phrase what you 
have to say. This is a good time to re- 
member that you catch more flies with 
sugar than you do with vinegar: and espe- 
cially you will have to remember this be- 
cause the flies you are hunting for are them- 
selves fairly difficult game right now. 
Everything that you are warned about 
above, in yourself, is true, and doubly true 
of those ‘around you—for this influence, 
coming to you from the seventh house of 
your solar horoscope, affects you through 
others more than directly through yourself. 
Partners, associates, marriage partners, are 
likely to be difficult to get along with at 
this time: it is likely to seem to you that 
everyone you are associated with is in a 
conspiracy to make things difficult for you, 
and if you yield to the temptation either 
to feel sorry for yourself, or to get angry, 
you are going to make a lot of trouble for 
yourself. 

But because Uranus is an individual 
planet, it is a planet over which the indi- 
vidual can exercise great control. The 
Key-Words for dealing with this transit of 
Uranus are Tolerance and Cooperation. If 
you try, earnestly, to get the other fellow’s 
viewpoint under this condition; if you are 
willing to come to a compromise (no mat- 
ter whether in a business or a personal mat- 
ter); if you try to find the middle, and mu- 


tually acceptable course, instead of insist- 
ing On your own pet method of procedure, 
you will find that your associates, as repre- 
sented by Uranus at this time, will be will- 
ing to cooperate with you. Even the most 
stubborn and recalcitrant of them can be 
made by soft words, and especially by rea- 
son tactfully discussed, to abandon their 
stubbornness, and see the light. They may 
do it grudgingly, it is true, but if you ap- 
proach them with tolerance, and make them 
see that you understand their viewpoint, 
they will be forced to give in, even though 
they may not do it very graciously. 

Above all you must remember that under 
this condition, there will be very few issues 
that you will be able to force through ex- 
actly as you want them, by main strength 
and ignorance; the vast majority of the situ- 
ations in which you deal with other people 
will require at this time the maximum of 
jockeying and diplomatic tactics. If you 
try now simply to force your will on others, 
you will simply have an explosion: the ir- 
resistible force will meet the immovable 
body, and there will be plenty of excite- 
ment, but no progress. The strain of con- 
tinued diplomacy and restraint during this 
period may wear on your nerves, upset you 
nervously: the best thing to do when you 
feel this coming on is not to give into it 
in loss of temper or emotional upset, but 
merely ‘to retire and be alone for a little 
while, if only for a few hours: relax: there 
is nothing like rest to put taught nerve 
back in shape again. Do not try under this 
influence to go full tilt all the time, but plan 
your life so as to get as much sleep and 
rest as possible, and some time, however 
brief, to be alone each day. 

There is a good constructive side to 
Uranus which the following of the above 
indications ought in some measures to de- 
velop for you. Your field will broaden un- 
der this transit; you will meet people; and 
if you do not yield to the above-warned- 
against tendencies to nervousness and quar- 
relsomeness, you should find yourself be- 
coming well-liked by some very interestin 
people. This is a good time for intellectual, 
or artistic contacts: you may be tempted to 
join some society of advanced thinkers, or 
occult students; or some political organiza- 
tion which has as its purpose the advance- 
ment of society along unique lines. Through 
Tolerance and Cooperation, you_can help 
these more constructive sides of Uranus to 
manifest in your life, in preference to the 
merely nervous, temperamental expression 
which is his negative, and least attractive, 
side. 

Be especially careful of all the above 
when the Sun and Mercury are going 
through Taurus (April 22-May 22); and 
again in July when the Sun is in Leo in 
square, and Marts comes to your solar_as- 
cendant (August 8) opposing Uranus. This 
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will be a critical time for all the Uranian 
matters discussed above. Saturn makes the 
sextile of Uranus, however, it being exact 
October 9, and operative for a long time 
both before and after that date, and under 
this stabilizing ray, you will have an oppor- 
tunity to find out something about the con- 
structive side of both planets. 


SATURN IN AQUARIUS 
Till February 15, 1935 


Saturn is now passing out of the fourth 
house of your Solar horoscope, removing some 
restricting influence from your personal or 
domestic life; also removing his opposition to 
your tenth house of credit and worldly posi- 
tion. During the last months of his stay there, 
he should sweep the things that have been 
restricting you pretty much into the dis- 
card, for he receives only good aspects after 
December first; the exit of Saturn from this 
dark angle will leave you with a mental atti- 
tude considerably changed, and much better 
able to cope more cheerfully with the world 
around you. 


SATURN IN PISCES 
February 15, 1935, to April 25, 1937 


Saturn enters the watery, mystical, un- 
stable sign Pisces February 15, in the fifth 
house of your solar nativity, which governs 
emotions, inner desires, love affairs, young 
people, amusement, and games of chance, 
in trine to your Sun and solar first house. 
As has been said under the previous note 
on Neptune, he here becomes polarized by 
sign in opposition with that great myster- 
ious planet, from his own sign Pisces, and 
therefore, from this joint transit, you may 
expect some unusual developments in the 
department of emotions and _ affections. 
Saturn is a cold, restricting, limiting in- 
fluence, and in your fifth house he is likely 
to bring you emotional disappointments, or 
in some way to limit, your emotional life. 
This may be due actually to the people with 
whom you are associated (in this connection 
it will be well to bear in mind the reading of 
Uranus) or it may be due to your own atti- 
tude towards them, for you will now tend 
to be discontented, and to feel hampered by 
the very people who, possibly, are most de- 
Sirous of helping you. 

Saturn here affords an excellent oppor- 
tunity to you to take a good square look at 
yourself, reestimating and reevaluating your 
inner wishes and desires in terms of the 
realistic work-a-day world; you may find 
that you are discontented because your 
aspirations (whether with respect to your 
career, or with respect to other people and 
their relations with you) are not compatible 
with reality. Saturn is the Great Deflator; in 
your fifth house he will not necessarily de- 
stroy your ideals, but he will show them to 


you in a different light than you have seen 
them before, and show you also the way by 
which, on the world’s own terms, you can 
make your ideals become real, and not merely 
glittering dreams. Saturn is the Great Realist: 
he pins things down to earth, makes you ac- 
cept your life in terms of the earth, rather 
than in terms of any imaginative heaven to 
which we are all so willing to escape. Saturn 
in your fifth will cut the mythology out of 
your life, lop off the unnecessary branches 
that are obstructing your view of things-as- 
they-are, and present to you, not a different 
world from the one you have been imagin- 
ing, but a world made more beautiful, be- 
cause it is more real. 

In this process of showing us the real 
in place of the imaginary, or the false, 
Saturn is likely not always to work with 
kid gloves; some of his lessons, especially 
fifth house lessons, hurt; and the best ap- 
proach to this period is to put yourself in 
an impersonal frame of mind, and make up 
your mind not to be hurt, or embittered, or 
disappointed, by the apparently treacherous, 
or cold, or false, actions of friends and 
sweethearts. If you allow yourself to be- 
come intensely emotional under this transit 
of Saturn, you are bound to be hurt by it; 
and the best thing you can do is to order 
your living, thinking, and feeling in such a 
way that others will be powerless to hurt 
you. There is an ancient occult law to this 
effect: “Never set your mind or heart on 
anything, or anyone, to such an extent that 
you think you cannot do without it.” This 
is an excellent law to bear in mind under 
the transit of Saturn that you are about to 
experience; it is similar in feeling to the 
old cry, “That which I have feared is come 
upon me.” Do not set your heart, or set 
yourself emotionally, so strongly on any- 
thing now that you think you can’t do with- 
out it, for it will be Saturn’s purpose to con- 
vince you that you can do without it. Re- 
main detached, aloof, intellectual: try to 
understand, rather than to feel emotionally, 
the world around you; and you will in this 
way escape the worst hurts that Saturn 
might otherwise bring you. 

You will also in this way equip yourself 
to reap the full measure of Saturn’s con- 
structive influence, as indicated above: a 
realistic realization of the world around you, 
and a subsequent feeling of added power, 
personality, and control over yourself, your 
life, and your environment. 

During this year, watch out especially for 
emotional upsets April 22 and July 19; for 
mental strain and worry from emotional 
causes May 13, August 20, and November 
26. During September when Mars from 
your second house squares Saturn (Septem- 
ber 24) you will have to look out for a 
very treacherous period; guard your fi- 
nances, as well as your emotions, carefully 
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at this time. As said above, under Uranus, 
the sextile of Saturn and Uranus October 
9 gives you a good chance to bring out 
and understand the constructive phases of 
these two great planets. 


JUPITER IN SCORPIO 
October 10, 1934, to November 11, 1935 


Jupiter in your Sun-sign and solar first 
house for a period of thriteen months is 
generally accounted a good influence; yet 
like everything, it has its sides that must 
be guarded against. Jupiter is known as the 
Greater Benefic, because he brings health, high 
spirits, and frequently some share of worldly 
goods; but the chief dange runder the transit 
of Jupiter through your Sun-sign is that you 
will feel so healthy, an doptimistic, that you 
you will lead an easy-going, pleasant life, en- 
joying yourself, and allow opportunities to slip 
by. Jupiter in your Sun-sign will to some ex- 
tent take the curse off the difficult sides of 
Uranus and Saturn dealt with above; he lends 
resiliency to your spirits, and makes it un- 
likely that you will stay long in the depths of 
any depression. He will not, however, nullify 
other influences: he will merely, by supporting 
your health and your general optimism, enable 
you to look on the more cheerful side of 
things. 

On the material side Jupiter both gives 

and takes away: he is likely to increase 
somewhat your income or earning power, 
but he is likely also to tempt you to spend 
it, lavishly, so that you may come out of 
this influence little better off in material 
ways than you were when you went into it. 
But you will probably have had a good time. 
Jupiter is expansive, make sure that under his 
influence you are not more of a good fellow 
than your pocketbook can support. Watch 
also excessive optimism, especially when 
Jupiter makes the sextile to Neptune (De- 
cember 19); be sure your feet are well on 
the ground at this time. Beware of faulty 
judgment through too great optimism, and 
also of extravagant expenditures, at the fol- 
owing times: January 25, February 11, 
May 1-10, June 21, and especially i in August, 
when Mars enters Scorpio and makes the 
conjunction to Jupiter August 26. 
It is even more necessary to guard against 
the evils of Jupiter than to wait for his 
benefits, which, if they are coming at all, 
have a way of taking care of themselves. 


MARS IN LIBRA 


Mars stays in the sign Libra from De- 
cember 12 to July 30, an exceedingly long 
stay because of retrograde motion; and in 
the twelfth house of your solar nativity, 
warrants a special note and warning, since 
Mars is your ruler, and therefore of espe- 
cial significance to you. 

The twelfth house is the house of Karma, 


and self-injury; thus this long transit of 
Mars warns you that during this period you 
are likely to be your own worst enemy, 
and with this in mind, you should watch 
yourself carefully, in order that the dangers 
outlined under Uranus, Saturn, and Jupiter 
do not descend on you personally to your 
great discomfort. In addition to the dates 
warned against under the other planets all 
the worst of their influence is likely to be 
felt at the following times, when the af- 
flictions of Mars in your 12th house makes 
you particularly likely to make false and 
harmful moves. At these times, exercise 
all the self-discipline and self-control at 
your command; do not quarrel, or take the 
aggression when you can remain passive, 
and in general try to retire as much as you 
can from activity, and especially from emo- 
tional matters, and disputes. 

December 19-31, January 1-3, March 16- 
April 6 (probably an emotional upset, or a 
matter of health. Go cautiously). May 1-9, 
July 15-19. 


MARS IN SCORPIO 
July 30 to September 16 

Here the full force of Mars descends out 
of your twelfth house on you personally, 
with an excess and bubbling-over of energy. 
Beware especially of the opposition to 
Uranus on August 8 (see Uranus above) 
and the conjunction with Jupiter August 26 
(see Jupiter above). August 13-22, when 
Mars trines Saturn and sextiles Neptune, a 
more progressive and constructive phase of 
Mars will be faintly discernible, but since 
this phase falls between a very quarrelsome 
and a very expansive danger, it will be 
wel to curb your enthusiasms all through the 
stay of Mars in Scorpio; and especially to 
curb your expenses, and your emotions. 


MARS IN SAGITTARIUS 
September 17-October 28 
This swift run of Mars through your 
second house of money is fraught with 
danger, especially September 24 to October 
8 when he squares both Saturn and Nep- 
tune. Guard your expenses carefully; be- 
ware of loss through pleasure, friends, 
younger people, and emotional matters: in 
general, at this time, be conservative and 
cautious in money matters, and guard 
against all possibility of loss from any 
source whatsoever. 


MARS IN CAPRICORN 
October 29 to December 7 
This is the most constructive of Mars’ 
phases this year, in your solar third house. 
Your mind will be quick, accurate, and de- 
pendable. Continue to remember the extrava- 
gant tendency of Jupiter on you; but now you 
can lay plans with confidence, for what comes 
to your mind, now is likely to be practical, 
progressive and constructive.

NEPTUNE 
Professional or Business Life; standing in 
the World; Your Credit and Reputation 


Neptune in the sign Virgo (1928-1942) is in 
the tenth house of your solar nativity, where 
he governs the phases of your life listed 
above; an analysis of this position with re- 
spect to your nativity will be found in 
American Astrology for November, 1933. 

With respect to the present year, the in- 
fluence of Neptune in your solar tenth house 
will receive support from the planet Jupiter, 
transitting in Scorpio, in his own _ solar 
twelfth house as well as the twelfth house 
of your solar nativity. Jupiter in Scorpio 
has, for purposes of a Sagittarian nativity, 
something of the force of a Neptunian tran- 
sit, made more worldly and practical than 
Neptune’s influence, since Jupiter is now in 
your twelfth house, and the twelfth house 
is ruled by Neptune. It should be stressed 
that Neptune’s influence is at all times, even 
under the most favorable of conditions, likely 
to be confusing and diffusive; that he both 
awakens dreams, and scatters your interests 
so that you do not concentrate sufficiently 
on any one concrete purpose; and therefore, 
even under the benign Jupiterean influence, 
you should be careful about confusion and 
conflict of interests. However, the sextile to 
Jupiter from your tenth to your twelfth houses 
(complete and exact Dec. 19, and mildly in 
force for several weeks both before and after 
this date) ought to bring you the private 
clarification of one definite purpose relating 
to your worldly advancement, and give you 
the power to concentrate on this, and make 
the vision clear to yourself. This is a pretty 
occult procedure. You are not likely to see 
the results of it for some time; but if there 
is one outstanding dream of achievement 
that you can single out as something you wish 
very much, this is a good time to make clear, 
to yourself the vision of its accomplishment 
to hold the image firmly and concretely in 
your mind of what you want; for by clarify- 
ing the image and making its reality a reality 
to yourself you take, according to occult law, 
the first private step in the direction of your 
dream, though in the outer world nothing 
whatever happens. This, as I say, is a highly 
occult practise: it depends on the fixity of 


purpose of the native, and the intensity with 
which he really desires what he imagines he 
wants. This is an excellent time to keep 
your plans to yourself, equip yourself per- 
sonally for the accomplishment of your 
plans: put yourself, in other words, inter- 
nally in tune to accept the things you want 
when they come. Although this is not a time 
to expect development in the outer world, it 
is a time for what is known occultly as Medi- 
tation: the blanking of the mind to all ideas 
but one, and the concentration on that one 
with the fixed thought that it is accomplished 
already, all but its manifestations. In this way, 
according to occult law, you attract to your- 
self your desire. Try it! 

On the practical workaday side, however, 
you will do well to note the following dates 
on which the Neptunian influence may be 
expected to be especially confusing. 

Dec. 3-15, personal affairs confuse your 
professional or business standing or the 
smooth running of your business life; Feb. 
12, a domestic, or personal, or domestic con- 
fusion, tending to recur in slightly different 
form Mar. 5 to Mar. 28; an upset from part- 
nership or association is mildly confusing, 
April 26; and a similar matter occupies you, 
June 3. In October, when Mars is in your 
Solar Ascendant square Neptune (Oct. 8) 
some personal matter tends to disturb the 
even tenor of your ways; try to keep your- 
self at this time from being torn by a multi- 
plicity of interests. 


URANUS 


Emotions, Inner Desires, Younger People, 
Amusements, Till March 28; Then Employ- 
ment and Health 


The influence of Uranus in your solar 
fifth house has been discussed in the No- 
vember 1933 issue of American Astrology; 
until March 28th, you will feel the last wear- 
ing-off of this condition, which in the past 
seven years has provided an unusual con- 
dition in your sphere of emotional life. This 
passes now, and Uranus enters the sign 
Taurus, in the sixth house of your Solar 
Horoscope where for seven and a half or 
eight years it influences dynamically matters 
of Health and Employment. In discussing 
the sixth house position of Uranus, Amert- 
can Astrology stated (October 1933) “If 
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you don’t join the I. W. W. while under this 
it is a wonder for Uranus in the sixth house 
has the greatest difficulty keeping a job,” 
and although this does not necessarily mean 
that you will actually be thrown out of work, 
it does mean that under this influence you 
should exercise all the care at your command 
to hold what you have in the way of em- 
ployment. It is not so much that through 
this aspect your superior will simply up and 
fire you, as that under it you are likely to 
find your work irksome, irritating, getting 
on your nerves; in fact you are somewhat 
more likely to quit, in a fit of temperament, 
and be sorry for it later than you are ac- 
tually to be let out by someone else. 


For in the sixth house, Uranus has a way 
of wearing on the nerves indefinably. In 
the fifth, he works through your emotions; 
in the seventh, through the difficulties pre- 
sented through other people; in the tenth, 
through superiors, and the world in general. 
But in the sixth, the responsibility is square- 
ly on your own shoulders: he appears there 
to work on you directly, lowering your vi- 
tality, and raising your nervous tension, thus 
imparing your health, and making you liable 
to irritation, discontent, temperament, and 
therefore trouble. Under Uranus in the sixth 
house, the best motto is KEEP COOL. 
Details of work are likely to get on your 
nerves, and plenty of them will pile up; if 
you allow these to rattle you, you let in all 
the most destructive of the Uranian forces. 
The best plan is slowly and carefully and 
methodically to plan your work, and do it 
piece by piece no matter how much there 
seems to be, nor how endless it appears. If 
you approach things this way, you will save 
yourself not only trouble, but nervousness 
and illness. 

Uranus works on the health, in the sixth 
house, through the nerves; and any sub- 
mission to nerves at this time, or the en- 
couragement of any tendency to be jumpy, 
is sure to demand payment in health: nervous 
indigestion, headache, neuritis: because of 
the position in Taurus, glandular disturbance 
especially of the thyroid: in extreme cases, 
neurasthenia. All those things can be 
avoided by calmness. Avoid a tendency to 
work at full tilt all the time; this will only 
wear you out, and in the long run you won’t 
get as much done as if you methodically 
poke along. Guard your diet: a good diges- 
tion is your most valuable asset, and you can 
retain it now by exercising a strict guard on 
the food you eat. Go slowly in eating, too: 
Uranus here will make you want to get 
through with all things in a hurry, and you 
cannot preserve a good digestion if you 
bolt your food. Do not allow anything to get 
on your nrves; learn to laugh at the details 
that seem so annoying—laugh at them, and 
get them done, but don’t worry or fret about 
them. 

The following are times when you should 


guard especially in all the above matters, 
January 4-20, emotional matters likely to be 
upsetting to the health, and to your work; 
also mental worries: March 20 to April 20, 
restriction and limitation and irritation in 
employment, but a good progressive period 
if you go slowly. June 11, guard emotions. 
July 29, slightly nervous time, until August 
5. And August 8th, when Mars opposes 
Uranus, watch closely against overwork, 
overstimulation, and too energetic activity. 
Mars is in your twelfth at this time, oppos- 
ing Uranus, and you are likely to work your- 
left to the bone if you aren’t careful. No- 
vember 7-15 is a mild repetition of this 
danger. It’s all right to be conscientous, but 
not to the point of endangering your health 
and peace of mind. You can get everything 
done without this. 


SATURN IN AQUARIUS 
till Feb. 15, 1935 


A discussion of Saturn in Aquarius, in 
your Solar third house, has already been 
— in American Astrology for November 
933. This deepening and sobering mental 
influence winds up under favorable auspices 
during the next few months, Saturn tending, 
by the good aspects he meets in December 
and January, and by the conjunction with 
the planet Mercury just as he leaves Aquar- 
ius, to leave your mind in a calm, serious, 
and constructive state as he goes on into 
your solar fourth house. 


SATURN IN PISCES 
Feb. 15, 1935 till April 25, 1937. 


Saturn in the 12th sign of the Zodiac, and 
the fourth house of your Solar nativity, dur- 
ing the next two years presents a planetary 
situation of the utmost importance to you. 
For: Saturn is primarily the planet of the 
realities of life, and his transit over an angle 
of the horoscope is sure to bring problems, 
changes, and possibly limitations into the 
life, of a very realistic and tangible nature. 
The great outer planets discussed in the 
previous paragraphs, Neptune and Uranus, 
are very important, and their influence must 
be borne in mind; but the focal point of all 
influences is very likely to be Saturn: he 
tends to present, concentrated, the sum-total 
of all influences, so that it is almost not too 
much to say that he who has solved the 
problem of Saturn has solved the problem. of 
life. For Saturn provides the concentration 
and reason necessary to cope with the dif- 
fusive influence of Neptune; he provides the 
mental stability and insistence on poise 
which alone can make the Uranian ray con- 
structive; he supplies the skepticism and 
doubt with which to harness Jupiter’s exu- 
berance and excessive optimism and extrava- 
gance; he forces the fiery energies of Mars 
into constructive channels and he focuses 
the individuality of the Sun, and the per- 
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sonality of the Moon, into a clear, cold, ener- 
getic force. In his constructive manifesta- 
tion, he is ambitious, intellectual, patient, 
executive, and progressive; in his negative 
manifestation, he is worrisome, arrogant, 
selfish, impatient, and destructive. In both 
manifestations, he insists, eventually, on 
driving home his lessons of calm, patience, 
and personal evolution; and for those who 
learn his lessons quietly, he has great 
worldly rewards. For those who rebel, he 
has merely a repetition of his lessons, until, 
in one way or another, they are finally 
learned. 


As Saturn comes to the fourth angle of 
your nativity, you will feel his influence 
through that department of your life which 
deals with your home, your domestic prob- 
lems, and your personal life (as opposed to 
your business problems and your status in 
the world of affairs). Because at this time 
Neptune is in your tenth house (see above) 
and because Saturn now occupies Neptune’ s 
sign in the opposing house of your nativity, 
these two vibrations will tend to become 
mixed up and confused, especially as you 
approach March of 1936, when the opposition 
of the two planets is complete. However, 


during this entire period, even before the 
exact opposition, the polarization of the two 
planets in opposing signs will be felt, and 
you must guard at this time against two 


things: (1) that the diffusive influence of 
Neptune in your department of business and 
worldly position does not make your per- 
sonal life unhappy; and (2) that the restric- 
tions and disappointments of your domestic 
and personal life do not have a depressing 
effect on you, and thus interfere with your 
efficiency in the world of affairs. This should 
be considered in light of what has been pre- 
viously said about Uranus, and his relation 
to your work and health; for a proper ad- 
justment of these three forces will at this 
time provide you with the proper road to 
travel. 

Saturn ‘is by nature cold and restrictive; 
and in the sign Pisces he meets a condition 
very uncongenial to his nature. He is, as it 
were, an unwelcome guest in your fourth 
house, which because of the nature of Pisces 
is naturally a warm and rather comfortable 
place. The warmth of the house will not, 
however, thaw out the guest; rather the 
guest, like the little King of the Golden 
River, will chill the house merely by his 
presence. Strange, foreign, uncomfortable 
conditions ‘will under this transit of.Saturn 
crop up in your domestic and personal life: 
either they will actually crop up by the in- 
troduction of new conditions, or you will in 
some way or other become discontented 
with conditions as they are, which discon- 
tent will make them unpleasant to you. For 
Saturn works both from the outside world 
in, and from the inside world out: he is 
likely both to present unpleasant conditions, 


and to condition your mind so that you 
will become displeased and fretful with 
things which perhaps have seemed all right 
enough before. If you are to get the most 
out of Saturn, you must guard against both 
of these conditions by resolving to make the 
best of things. The watchword for Saturn 
is Submit. Take what comes, and take it 
with a good grace. The expression, “You'll 
take it and like it!” is precisely what Saturn, 
in one way or another, is always saying, 
especially when he comes to an angle, or 
passes over a sensitive point of a nativity. 
You will now be forced to “take and like” a 
whole lot of things that may at first seem 
like pretty severe medicine. No doubt they 
are severe medicine; but it is medicine 
against which you cannot successfully rebel: 
if you do, you will get not only the medicine, 
but a spanking besides, for making a fuss. 
In a very literal sense, this latter is true. 

At this time, three angles of the great 
square are occupied in your Solar nativity: 
the first by the Sun, the fourth by Saturn, 
and the tenth by Neptune. This leaves the 
seventh blank—the seventh, which governs 
partnership and marriage: and you will tend 
at this time to reach out in an effort to 

complete your life, and yourself, in partner- 

ship, or in marriage. Your life will appear 
to center around this desire for completion 
in another person; and some of the discon- 
tent, in your personal and business life too, 
will come about because of your inability to 
achieve this union with someone else. It 
would seem that this is one of the restric- 
tions of Saturn that you will have to fight 
out by yourself, for above all, Saturn teaches 
self-sufficiency; and until conditions are 
better, you will be forced to learn to find 
some degree of completion in yourself. 
Saturn rarely offers a compromise, or a 
middle way; you will be forced to fight out 
this:problem by yourself, achieve in yourself 
the balance and completion that you now 
imagine to exist in partnership; then later, 
when you have gained mastery over your- 
self, poise, and some degree of self-suffi- 
ciency, the wished-for partnership will come 
along, and you will be able to appreciate it 
that much the more, because you will be 
yourself a more complete and appreciative 
person. 

Beware, under this influence of Saturn, of 
depression, gloom, and despondency from 
the problems and limitations of your per- 
sonal and domestic life; beware especially 
that these things do not get a hold on you, 
to the hurt of your worldly standing, occu- 
pation, and health. Reason is the cure for 
worry; think your problems through ration- 
ally and goldly; repeat when you have a 
problem the old verses: 

“For every evil under the sun 
There is a remedy or there is none: 
If there be one, try and find it: 

If there be none, never mind it.” 
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Usually there is one. Another gpod rule- 
of-thumb for dealing with Saturn’s problems 
if to imagine that the worst you fear is go- 
ing to happen; then decide what you will 
do if the worst does happen; make this con- 
dition a reality in your imagination; accept 
it, and solve it: you'll be amazed at how 
quickly your worries disappear under this 
method. Worry is the product of uncer- 
tainty: as soon as a thing is pinned down 
to certainty, worry disappears. Pin it down, 
in advance, to the worst possibility; solve 
it; and worry flies away. 

The times at which Saturn’s most op- 
pressive influence will be felt this year are 
tabulated here; however, you should guard 
against its effects in general at all times. 
April 20-24, emotional disturbance, hurt, 
and worry. May 11-15, mental upset, worry; 
May 22-June 22, focusing around June 1, 
physical debility, exhaustion, nervousness, 
tendency to depend on others, and be both- 
ered by others both; July 17-21, emotional 
disturbance and depression—watch out for 
effect on worldly status; August 18-22, repe- 
tition of the foregoing; September 18-30, 
great personal problems, very upsetting (see 
Mars in Sagittarius below); Nov. 18-28 a 
slight personal conflict, somewhat upsetting 
—beware of excess of emotion. 


JUPITER IN SCORPiO 
Oct. 10, 1934 to Nov. 11, 1935 


Jupiter’s transit in your solar twelfth 
house this year has been partially discussed 
under the Neptune heading. In general, this 
transit of Jupiter provides personal well-being 
through feelings of courage and optimism and 
an ability to be self-sufficient, rather than 
actual material benefits. Thus the position 
of Jupiter here will assist you in sum- 
moning the self-control, reserve, poise, and 
self assurance necessary to combat the more 
difficult, positive manifestations of Saturn 
and Uranus. The twelfth house is said to have 
some relation with your ability to sell the 
fruits of your work and in this way may 
possibly yield some material benefit indirectly ; 
however, the chief use of Jupiter here is im- 
material, inner and personal. He will enable 
you to derive rest and comfort from soli- 
tude; give you the capacity to find enjoy- 
ment in personal occupations; and in general 
will- give you the ability to retire from the 
pressing conditions around you. One condition 
during the year is really harmful to this 
twelfth house Jupiter, and this is the transit 
of Mars (complete Aug. 26—see Mars in Scor- 
pio) which is likely to make you too aggres- 
sive for your own good, and impel ill-timed 
action. Aside from this, you may expect to 
derive especial benefit through relaxation 
and private solitude, at the following times: 
Feb. 18-22; Mar. 10-18; Apr. 2-6; May 24-28. 

These 
are good times to renew your strength 
through rest and solitude. 


MARS IN LIBRA 
Dec. 12, 1934 to July 30, 1935 


The long transit of Mars in Libra in your 
solar house of friends warns you against 
excessive social activity, and also against 
involvement with friends, especially emo- 
tional involvement. You may also at this 
time watch out for enmity, and unreliability 
among your friends, and for your own ten- 
dency to create enmity by rash speech and 
action. Especially be on guard against these 
matters on the following dates: Dec. 25-Jan.

General Tendencies 


An active month. A month that should be 
characterized by constructive business efforts 
and new, romantic opportunities for accom- 
plishing new ventures successfully through 
friendship, social contacts, love and marriage, 
travel, communications, and a sparkling, elec- 
tric feeling that conditions are moving. The 
less fortunate features indicate attacks on the 
government from obscure sources; propaganda 
which incites the dissatisfaction of the labor- 
ing classes; while subtle and underhand meth- 
ods may be used to undermine progress by 
both domestic and foreign foes. 

The month is initiated under a square of 
Mercury to Saturn which will cause a tem- 
porary decline in the forward movement be- 
gun in November. General business may re- 
act with some uncertainty and nervousness to 
this aspect, but the new Moon of the 6th in- 
dicates renewed courage, a generous spirit of 
cooperation and a sincere effort to achieve the 
best results possible by those in power—heads 
of organizations, industrialists, bankers, gov- 
ernmental legislators, etc. 

From the 10th to the 23rd Venus, the Sun 
and Mercury (representing our daily activi- 
ties of heart, vitality and mind) in Sagittarius 
form interlaced aspects of great benefit by 
successfully sextiling Saturn and _ trining 
Uranus. Thus bringing to a focus construc- 
tive forces operating from various angles to 
produce most satisfactory results for past and 
present activities and conditions. The major 
aspects of Christmas week are Venus trine 
Neptune and sextile Jupiter, completing a per- 
iod in which conditions should improve stead- 
ily, both in individual and national affairs. 

It is significant that in the two cycles of 
aspects to Saturn and Uranus that the sex- 
tiles are to the former and the trines to the 
latter, and at the same time these two plan- 
ets are in orb of a sextile to each other which 
combines all these aspects into a unit of prog- 
ress. Saturn being the planet of organiza- 
tion, conservation and building has a natural 
affinity for the sextile, which is an aspect of 
growth, work harmoniously achieved, labor 
that proves of basic worth and efforts that 
bring enduring results. Uranus is the magi- 
cian; the astonishing event or person, the novel 
surprising situation; and being trine to our 
marching hosts of activities brings a quality 
of “luck” to all that we attempt this month. 


For the trine is an inspirational aspect and 
almost effortless in action and in producing 
satisfaction or contentment, and with Uranus 
the magic carpet may appear, or rabbits out 
of a hat. But we know that such effortless 
conditions are not without cause. The same 
old law of “Cause and Effect” is still at work 
granting to us the fruits of past work, intense 
application, unselfish cooperation and un- 
shakable faith in Law and Principle. Planets 
in Sagittarius increase this faith, and this 
month it should move mountains—mountains 
of past impotency, discouragement and de- 
spair. 

On the 11th of December Mars enters the 
cardinal air sign Libra, where it will remain 
until July 29th, 1935. This is the dynamo that 
will force the wheels of world events into 
action along the lines they are now (and have 
been) directed. Power will be added to power 
during the coming seven months, and as the 
direction is constructive or destructive, so it 
will go. 

Mars is energy, but as Libra is the sign of 
its detriment it may express this energy too 
freely through dissipation rather than con- 
trolled direction and sustained effort. Refer 
to page 28 of the April 1934 issue of 
AMERICAN AstroLocy. In this sign it will 
bring about serious questions involving inter- 
national relationships, marital affairs of high 
personages, strongly competitive markets, re- 
sponsibilities involving partnerships and gain 
from business and professions. As it begins 
to contact the aspects Jupiter formed in the 
past year we may expect conditions begun in 
September-October, 1933, may be picked up— 
brought to a focus, elaborated, and become 
militantly objectified. During the next seven 
months conditions that have been dormant will 
become externalized; Mars will bring into 
active manifestation underlying currents, ten- 
dencies and influences. Old affiliations will be 
cut off and new combinations will be estab- 
lished. All of which will apply to nations, 
governments, business, as well as personal re- 
lationships and ownerships. 

Mars in Libra is a crusader, fighting for 
what he considers a just cause; fighting for 
freedom from restraint—from Alexander the 
Great to Don Quixote, from worlds to wind 
mills.—The position tends to idealism, clear 


vision, and to intensifying the progressive 
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movement of this sign. Libra is always “blow- 
ing”—hot or cold; but with Mars as a tenant 
it is apt to become a hurricane, and if this 
air of freedom (which is essential to the lead- 
ership of cardinal signs and to Mars as the 
ruler of the Head) is deflected into mutiny 
and anarchy it is because reason and under- 
standing are shut out. The force of Mars in 
Libra when inverted may react as pride, ob- 
stinancy, belligerency, cruelty and fanaticism; 
it brings losses in the domestic circle and 
through carelessness and inferiors. 


ASPECTS 


First Week 
November 29 to December 6 


The square of Mercury to Saturn on De- 
cember lst is calculated to jar the moving 
wheels of industry into temporary confusion 
and consequent loss. There is a thread of 
treachery running through this period; of du- 
plicity through communications and between 
nations. There will be recriminations, charges 
of fraud and deception, while persons or places 
who have these degrees (22 of Scorpio and 
Aquarius) emphasized will feel the strictures 
very strongly. In the progress of business it 
may be necessary to study methods, to change 
procedures, to carefully balance accounts and 
revise budgets. 

People who are nervous and impatient will 
be discouraged, and faith, for the time, will be 
qualified by very short vision. The aspect 
creates a feeling of double dealing, of treach- 
ery, and a combative intemperance that 
would just as soon stoop to nefarious means 
as to open conflict. Accusations against gov- 
ernments and high political figures will be 
various. Japan may throw a tentative bomb 
but Russia tosses it back with more effective 
results. Bavaria may come in for some un- 
favorable publicity. The degree area is 
critical and all decisions, promises, changes 
and movements should be made only when 
based on accurate information and cold, 
hard facts. 

This aspect is followed on the 3rd by a 
square of Venus to Neptune which tends to 
allow people to become self-indulgent, deluded, 
obsessed by what they consider to be their 
“rights” (and the other person’s wrongs). 
People feel a secret enmity, and in their in- 
timate relationships there is trouble and decep- 
tion. For the’ stage, music, and all artistic ef- 
forts along any line this is an inspirational 
aspect, and if it is used for intensifying in- 
tuition with reason as a base, it should be most 
valuable for those who use feeling as a means 
of expression. 

As there is coincident at the same time 
(December 3rd) a sextile of Mars to Mercury 
we may expect the objective mind to be alert 
and sharp, and to bring a spontaneous re- 
sponse of good sense to bear on any muddle 
that may be existent. This aspect will clarify 
the events and conditions of the past few 


days and set the scene for the operation ot 
insight, wit and humor in the negative at- 
mosphere that an afflicted Neptune creates. 
It gives the ability to analyse situations 
(Mercury and Mars are in mutual reception. 
so Mercury is doubly sure of what he 
knows, and able to express it explicity) and 
to make changes in both domestic and busi- 
ness affairs. Communications, conferences 
and movements under this configuration 
should be successfully negotiated. 


Second Week 
December 6 to December 13 


The new Moon of December 6th starts a 
month that will be extremely active and 
should, for the most part, be extremely bene- 
ficent. It inaugurates movement on a wide 
scale. Life takes on a swing that carries peo- 
ple, messages, things, on long journeys. Car- 
riers of all kinds are in service. The theatre 
is at the height of success. The Church and 
the Law receive new honors. The beginning 
of a new religious movement may excite wide 
comment and interest. Chemicals will be very 
important, both in curative ways and in forms 
of destruction. Munitions and military stores, 
Army and Navy affairs will receive active at- 
tention, much to their stimulation and expan- 
sion. Spain may again be prominent in the 
News. 

However, this lunation also occurs in square 
aspect with Neptune, which shows a deep un- 
dercurrent of destructive power; an element 
that is working against the solidarity of ra- 
tional human effort. An element of treach- 
ery in high places. A clouded atmosphere 
that is difficult to pierce, a fog that may engulf 
the unwary into excesses of self-indulgence 
and vice. This is not a gentle utopian striving 
to achieve a heaven on earth, but the forces 
of darkness intent on raising themselves by 
destroying others. This influence will prob- 
ably be most pronounced about December 15. 
Sober judgment, solid sense, practical values, 
positive reason are necessary to overcome the 
morbid emotionalism that permeates this 
aspect. 

Venus sextile Saturn on December 10th. 
Here we have our feet on the good earth. 
Our Lady of Love permits herself to be guid- 
ed by the matter-of-fact, unyielding, astute old 
man Saturn. And by so doing immediately 
starts building up a bank account. She would 
rather play or indulge in her love of luxury 
and ease but she sees the light of reason, and 
while it appears to preclude some pleasure she 
assumes a graceful attitude and accepts his 
proposal—or proposition. This occurs on the 
10th, so imagine her surprise when her fairy 
god- ‘mother turns this dwarf—Saturn—into 
Romance under a trine of Venus to Uranus 
on the 14th. 


Third Week 
December 13 to December 20 


Venus sextile Saturn and trine Uranus De- 
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cember 10th and 14th, respectively, are two 
aspects that are very interesting in that defi- 
nite business agreements are settled and es- 
tablished through the Venus-Saturn sextile 
which should have lasting and substantial re- 
sults, but with the Trine to Uranus on the 
14th there is implicated a progressive move- 
ment that first places business on a very firm 
foundation and has an almost immediate ex- 
pansion and extension with international rami- 
fications; bankers, capitalists, heads of organi- 
zations combine to create new avenues of 
wealth. The trine of Venus to Uranus brings 
a new Spirit of romance, pleasure, adventure 
and excitement to life, and adds a roseate hue 
to duty, so personal and social life reflect the 
glow. Venus in Sagittarius is generous, opti- 
mistic, eager and romantic without any aid 
from Uranus. But with a trine from that 
Romancer she will dance her way through De- 
cember, and probably into the arms of love. 

On the 15th the Neptunian influence is para- 
mount. It squares Mercury, and will bring 
grave suspicions of wastefulness in important 
places as well as in personal affairs. It causes 
lost energy, and tends to pervert morals. _ Le- 
gal affairs are involved and relatives-in-law 
are inimical to success. Rumors are without 
foundation and the utmost care is necessary 
not to allow scandal to cause a breach. There 
is a tendency to rashness of speech and action 
that may be far-reaching in its reverberations. 
Facts and truth are not present when Neptune 
and Mercury try to bamboozle one another. 

The sextile of the Sun to Saturn occurs on 
the 16th. This is a very important working 
aspect, and while it is exact just after midnight 
Saturday, it is very active for a few days be- 
fore and after when the Moon is in Aries and 
Gemini. It will bring very ambitious schemes 
into organized and practical channels. It will 
create a fundamental security for future op- 
erations, and processes of business, working 
ideas, amalgamations ; expansions may be en- 
tered into with great assurance of permanent 
success. Important persons will prove amena- 
ble and those in high places will be favorably 
disposed. It is conservative but just, and tends 
to deepen the security of large numbers of 
people. 

As the Sun also parallels Mercury at this 
time the effect will be to change the public 
consciousness to a higher level, and to pro- 
mote a more optimistic outlook. 

This expansiveness is given further play by 
a square of Venus to Mars and a sextile of 
Jupiter to Neptune within a few hours of each 
other on the 18th and 19th. While this aspect 
to Venus is not a powerful configuration for 
Mars, it is his first aspect since entering Libra, 
and it is significant that it is a square, and a 
square to Venus. It is» the first clash in a 
new order; it is a small (apparently) conflict 
in the midst of a gathering where Harmony 
has set up its banner. It is a note of excess— 
it is excitement that is too highly pitched—it 
is feeling that is not controlled—it is the be- 


ginning of what may be a hurricane. At the 
moment it may seem negligible, but it should 
be watched and curbed for constructive use, or 
later it may blow the very foundations out. 
The Segoe: rena sextile promotes and 
expands the finances of the world. Jupiter in 
its progress in Scorpio has now assumed the 
place of an important worker in the affairs of 
mankind. With this aspect it opens large re- 
sources which will affect many classes of per- 
sons; it brings the higher and lower elements 
of society into understanding; it heals wounds, 
it closes breaches. There will be a tremendous 
uplift for the poor, needy and restricted at 
this time. Government help will be turned in 
that direction more than ever, and important 
changes for the better will be brought about 
in prison reform and places of confinement. 
This aspect will increase ambition, persistence 
and a new self-confidence will arise that is 
based on a working and producing ability. 


Fourth Week 
December 20 to December 29 


The trine of the Sun to Uranus (December 
20) is probably the peak of this period. It 
indicates renewed and increasing popularity 
for persons in high political office, for the 
heads of governments; prestige for scientists, 
leaders in thought and in literature; brilliant 
success for social leaders, and for any who 
are in a position to climb to higher levels 
of authority. It is an aspect that brings to 
those who can respond to it, increased mag- 
netism, powerful mental impetus, a sense of 
and capacity for increased responsibility, and 
provides unusual and unexpected avenues of 
expression for their gifts, as well as much 
publicity. It is a time when new inventions 
relating to the air—transportation, radio, tele- 
vision, communications—may be presented to 
the world. The aspects to Uranus this month 
will probably produce before the gaze of the 
world a new Leader; one who is great in pur- 
pose, scientific in ideas, efficient in execution. 
One who will be dramatic in action but sin- 
cere, definite and independent, and whose per- 
sonal popularity will be enormous. 

A parallel of Mercury and Venus on the 
20th increases the brilliance of these aspects 
and brings cheer, gaiety and happiness. Friends 
and family are helpful; artistic and social af- 
fairs are very successful. It is climaxed by 
the full Moon, which points off the period 
with a blaze of glory. 

December 23rd gives to Christmas eve a 
trine of Mercury to Uranus, in 27 degrees of 
Sagittarius-Aries. Mercury in Sagittarius is 
naturally philosophical and scientific, but free- 
dom of thought and speech is essential and 
when aspected favorably by Uranus this free- 
dom is accentuated to high intellectual power. 
There is wit, ingenuity, originality, and the 
mind becomes very fertile in very practical 
ways. Success comes from many directions 
through this configuration; problems are set- 
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tled, mental pursuits open and develop with 
surprising ease; movement, travel, communi- 
cations to and from result in substantial bene- 
fits. There is an element of the unexpected in 
all that occurs, in every contact, that is ex- 
citing and thrilling; even hum-drum affairs 
have a tingle. It opens up very advanced lines 
of thought, and at this time should introduce 
new processes of reform through legislative 
channels. Humanitarian principles will be ac- 
cepted to a far greater extent than heretofore 
through this configuration. It also brings new 
associates, new outlooks, and financial bene- 
fits. Between the 19th and 23rd new cura- 
tive means may be announced that will be 
revolutionary in their application to disease. 

Venus trines Neptune on the 27th which 
marks this period as one of the greatest felicity 
in social and artistic ways. It gives an aspect 
of luxury and elegance to life, of charm and 
beauty that fulfills the holiday spirit. It can 
also bring very material advantages, gifts of 
value, and complete satisfaction in associa- 
tional and love affairs. Success comes through 
artistic ventures, the stage, moving pictures 
and music. 

This is followed by a sextile from Venus 
to Jupiter on the 28th and the two aspects 
blend into one harmonious chord of happiness; 
one that brings both secret and out joys. Per- 
sons in public life will benefit extraordinarily 
under these aspects. It is perhaps an unusually 
favorable time to get finances in order; to get 
all affairs settled to the best advantage, and 
to arrange domestic and business matters on 
a satisfactory basis. Relatives and associates 
are inclined to grant favors and things move 
smoothly. Persons met, friendships formed, 
matters begun should be continued auspi- 
ciously. Financially and socially it is an excel- 
lent aspect. The world is moving in a rhythm 
of readjustment. 


THE NEW YEAR 


And now we arrive at the terminus of 1934. 
The 31st of December is a powerful and omi- 
nous day. In it occurs the conjunction of the 
Sun to Mercury, an aspect of power, scope and 
mental brilliance. The aspect occurs in Capri- 
corn, so the power is set and determined— 
ambition is not to be downed. This will cre- 
ate in high and important persons the Will 
to Achieve; plans that have been made will 
be adhered to inflexibly and will be carried 
through with intense feeling. These plans 
have doubtless been in process for some time, 
and now arrives the moment when they will 
be suddenly forced into operation. For on this 
day Mercury also squares Mars, and on Janu- 
ary Ist, 1935, Mars squares the Sun. 

These squares indicate tremendous disturb- 
ances, both terrestial and human. Districts, 
places, persons affected by 9 degrees of Capri- 
corn or Libra will feel the upheavals of these 
adverse rays and conflicts of varying impor- 
tance will follow. Seismic shocks are indi- 


cated for the west coast of the United States, 
while Persia is involved in a sudden flare of 
publicity. Plans made secretly and matured 
quietly will be precipitated violently, arousing 
antagonistic and combative opposition. Turbu- 
lent, rash, headstrong indiscretions will mark 
this period, difficulties between nations, in mar- 
riage, through the opposite sex, and by fire 
and storm. Domestic matters of all classes are 
under stress and words will be more than 
bandied about. Scandalous and libelous re- 
ports will be circulated. Fraud will be prac- 
ticed to a wide extent, and those people will 
be luckiest who control their tongues, their 
tempers and their appetites.

The month of December in markets 
and finance from an Astrological viewpoint 
will be more irregular and erratic than 
usual. While December is the month of Sag- 
ittarius, the Archer, it will take considerable 
sharp-shooting to profit marketwise this 
month.

The chart for the Solar Ingress into Sagit- 
tarius at Washington, D. C., read from the 
money, business, crops and_ speculative 
angles further confirms this. Pluto is the 
ruler of the second house squared by Uran- 
us, the now familiar governmental in- 
fluence. This is certainly not favorable for 
money making, especially since Pluto is 
also squared by Jupiter from the fifth, the 
house of speculation. Pluto is, however, sex- 
tile to Neptune and Mars, the rulers of the 
fourth or house of crops and foods. Nep- 
tune and Mars are also sextile to Jupiter and 
Mercury from the fifth or house of specu- 
lation. This would certainly indicate that 
trading in commodities has a more favor- 
able chance for success. Neptune and 
Mars in the fourth is not a position favor- 
able for the growth or storage of crops 
and foodstuffs and we may see some de- 
struction of these articles which will put 
their prices up. 

Since we are to have an irregular trading 
market we will have more buying and sell- 
ing dates than usual. The following dates 
show minor trends as indicated: 

Down—through the 4th—Low for 
the month. 

Up -—through the 11th, 

Down—through the 15th. 

Up -—through the 2lst—High for 
the month. 

Down—through the 26th. 

Up -—through the 3lst. 

For those who have a paper loss in any 
of the various markets, there are several 
courses open. They may hold their original 
position in the hope that the market will 
come back before it goes to the point where 
they are forced to accept their loss. Or 
they may try to reduce the original cost by 
trading; that is, to sell (if they are long) 
on a selling date and to buy back in on a 
buying date. The negative profit then ac- 
quired will reduce the original cost price. Or 
they may sell out and buy some other stock 


or market which has more chance of going 
up. It may be that the security or market 
in which they hold a position is not sym- 
pathetic to their own horoscope. 

With Jupiter in Scorpio, the group of 
stocks which have the most bullish pros- 
pects are the chemicals, oils and foods. 
With Jupiter in the fifth house of the Solar 
Ingress Chart, we may expect companies 
ruled by this house to have a profitable 
month namely—amusement, movie, 
show, toys, games and all pleasurable en- 
terprises. 

The following stocks have bullish aspects: 
Allied Chemical and Dye, American Can, 
Chrysler Corn, Freeport Texas, National 
Distillers, American Commercial Alcohol, 
Schenley Distillers, R. H. Macy, Canadian 
Industries, Union Carbon and Carbide and 
Douglas Aircraft. 

The commodity markets will in general 
follow the dates given and should afford 
greater profit making trades than the stock 
market and bond markets. May, 1935, op- 
tions will be more favorable to buyers than 
were December, 1934, options. On.Decem- 
ber 18th the final (1934 season) govern- 
ment crop report will be issued. This will 
be about as expected by the trade. The 
government cotton ginnings report on the 
20th may, however, show a larger figure 
than expected.

A CURIOUS COINCIDENCE 


Reprinted from the Boston Globe issue 
of October Ist, 1934. 

WATERTOWN, Oct. 16—At the Perkins 
Institution for the Blind here, it became 
known today, pursuing courses of study, 
are two young men who were born the same 
day in the same State, who have the same 
first name and lost their sight in the same 
kind of explosion. They never met until 
they came to Watertown a few weeks ago, 
and were assigned to the same room in a 
Perkins dormitory. 

Donald Donaldson, one of the youths, 
attended the State School for the Blind in 
his home State of Washington, and then 
the University of Washington, where he was 
graduated in 1923. Two years ago he re- 
covered the full sight of one eye. 

Donald Morgan, the other young man, 
comes from Vashon Island, Wash. Like 
Donaldson, he lost his sight in the explo- 
sion of a dynamite cap. Morgan, who is 
totally blind, nevertheless attended Cornell, 
where he received his BA degree and last 
summer studied at Harvard Summer School. 

Both are taking a course at Perkins, 
given by the institution in conjunction with 
the Harvard Graduate School of Education, 
intended to fit them for work among the 
blind. 

We communicated with Mr. Donaldson 
and received the following very interesting 
letter relative to this case. 


Dear Sir: 

This morning’s mail brought a letter from you 
in which you requested the complete birthdate 
of Mr. Donald Morgan and myself in order to 
facilitate the work of your research department. 
We are only too glad to give you this information 
if it will be of service to your organization. 

Mr. Morgan and I were born on Wednesday, 
June 7, 1911—he, in the State of Illinois, and I 
in the State of Minnesota. 

In addition to having the same birthdate, we 
have found the following likenesses about our- 
selves: 

(1) We have the same first names. 

(2) Were both blinded in the State of Wash- 
ington while playing with dynamite—Mr. 
Morgan at the age of seventeen, and I at the 
age of seven: however, the sight in my left eye 
was completely restored in August of 1932. 

(3) Our parents live in Seattle, Washington. 

(4) We both attended the University of Wash- 
ington last year without knowing each other. 

5) We each maintained a high scholastic

average throughout our undergraduate work. 
Mr. Morgan received his B. A. degree from 
Cornell University with Phi Beta Kappa honors, 
and I received my B. A. in Ed. degree from the 
University of Washington and was given a 
Perkins scholarship, enabling me to take the 
Harvard course for the blind. 

(6). We each entered college with the idea of 
studying law, but later changed our course to 
education. 

(7) We are pursuing the same courses of 
study at Perkins Institution in conjunction with 
the Graduate School of Education, Harvard 
University. 

) We expect to devote our lives to the 
cause of the blind. 

(9) We were assigned to the same room by 
the officials of this institution before we had 
met each other. 

(10) Our interests and ideals coincide closely. 

Your request for our mothers’ irthdates 
caused us to discover that these dates are also 
only a_week apart. Mr. Morgan’s mother was 
born February 4, 1880, my mother was born 
February 11, 1889. 

Mr. Morgan’s accident occurred July 4, 1928, 
on_Vashon Island, Washington. 

Mine—early in May (do not remember exact 
date), 1919, in Spokane, Washington. 

It is our hope that the above information will 
be of service to you, and that you will inform us 
specifically as to the use you make of it. Thanks 
for the kind wish of future success and happi- 
ness,

the position of Mars on June 7, 1911— 
3/20 Aries. Reference to page 16 of the 
October 1934 issue of American Astrology 
will bring to light a fact of parallel sig- 
nificance in the case of Russ Colombo who 
was killed by a bullet wound over the left 
eye—Russ Colombo was born January 14, 
1908, and had Mars posited at 2/20 Aries 
and we have on record another case of 
injury (not serious) to the eyes by ex- 
plosives (also a Fourth of July incident) 
wherein Mars is found at 4/08 Aries in their 
birth chart.

COLOR PSYCHOLOGY 


Dear Mr. Clancy :— 

In reply to V. B. J.’s criticism on “Psyclology 
of Color in Relation to Astrology—Libra Blue,” 
please accept this explanation: In the treatment 
of these articles on Color, I have first considered 
color from a scientific standpoint, which is an 
artist’s view. Having studied Art and Archi- 
tecture and having been a practicing decorator for 
ten years, I certainly have to know scientific 
value of color, which is the true value of color. 

My object is to do something useful, rather 
than sensational—build up around the primary 
color of the month and decorate a room as it 
should be done for the native. There are certain 
colors for certain Architectural period rooms, so 
I select gan Architectural period which will be 
suitable for the colors built up around the pri- 
mary color of the month, with its complement, 
and shaded or tinted to the proper value ac- 
cording to good taste and harmony. 

Taking the Paychotogy of _ I first go into 
the scientific value of blue, take it from the 
Color Spectrum, which reduces the selection of 
color to a science. The complement of any color 
on the Bart is the color directly opposited. Thus 
the complement of Blue is orange. 

All Librans do not have the same color com- 
binations, as they have different planetary in- 
fluences. In order to really get an idea as to 
color combinations preferred by a native and, 
also, to be able to select harmonizing shades, 
is advisable to go thoroughly into the aan. 
Naturally, if a person has several planets promi- 
nent it 1s necessary to blend various colors into 
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eertain shades in order to arrive at the real 
preference of the native. 

do not take any special native—just the 
color influences of the month. For Libra, J 
took a primary blue shaded with grey; and since 
complementary colors should be of the same in- 
tensity and value, blue’s complement orange, has 
to be shaded with grey, making coral—so we 
have the color combination of blue and coral, which 
can be made into several combinations—to resemble 
the colors one might see in a diamond or opal, but 
shaded to the proper intensity of color for in- 
terior Decorative purposes. I did not contradict 
myself, as coral is a shaded value of orange, and 
very much related. 

After having gone into the true value of 
color (scientific), I go into the Psychology of 
Color. Different writers have many ideas as to 
Psychology of Color, which has been taken from 
mythology and symbolism. 

Colors have played a conspicuous part in 
mythology. Doubtless the attributes which they 
are supposed to possess were very real, even 
though it were originally realized that the colors 
were used symbolically, they have acquired by 
continued association and common consent of 
degree of signification similar to words. It is 
impossible to separate the treatment of color in 
mythology and symbolism, because the use of 
color in mythology is largely symbolical. Much 
of the color has been inserted by artists, poets 
and writers, centuries after myths had evolved 
to a more or less stable state. 

Myths are stories of anonymous origin pre- 
valent. chiefly among primitive peoples and ac- 
cepted by them with credulity. atural phe- 
nomena and various events are accounted for 
by attributing them to the super-natural. When 
the origin, purpose and life of myths are con- 
sidered, a view is obtained of the importance of 
the symbolic use of color which has survived- 
during the long process passed through by a 
myth during its evolution. 

The power of association of color with a cer- 
tain event for years is exemplified in many 
cases at the present time and, therefore, the 
symbolical use of color in mythology should 
not be rejected. Many of the characteristics 
which are bestowed upon color at the present 
time owe their origin to the imaginings of early 
people who lived at a time when knowledge was 
scarce, é

OPEN LETTER FROM PAUL COUNSIL 
TO READERS OF 
AMERICAN ASTROLOGY 


My Dear Mr. Clancy :— 


I have examined with much care the “open 
letter” of Mr. L. Edward Johndro in your 
November issue, and am asking your space for 
this reply in the service of the common good. 

First let me ask if any of your readers know 
anything of this alleged endorsement of my star 
map by him, seemingly the theme-song of his 
complaint against as the first six paragraphs 
of his letter suggest, that they place their in- 
formation immediately and directly before him 
at his published address. 

In taking up Mr. Johndro’s criticism of Table 
B of my star map, I must point out the presum- 
able typographical error in the “R. A. rate of 
change in precession is given as 57.5 for 
1930.” This should have been 47’'.5. 

It is most difficult to deal with his several 
criticisms of this table due to this peculiar 
statement in the middle of paragraph eight: 

“Moreover, and this is more vital, as the 

Geocentric and heliocentric zodiacs are re- 

spectively defined by the actual positions of 

the Sun and Earth of the date they are 
independent of all epochs of an ‘orbital 
drift’ of the solar system as a whole.” 

The import of this statement justifies the 
question : 

When did the Zodiac become such a flimsy 
thing that moves with the Sun and Earth, and 
who says so? I know that astronomy denies 
the necessity for any zodiacal measure, and 
astronomy has good reason to do so. It could 
not tolerate the inconsistency of treating with 
“Signs” far removed from their constellations, 
so it abandoned the fiction. Astrology is not 
so honest with itself, for its mathematicians 
continue to create arificial zodiacs on this same 
moving Equinox. 

If that is what Johndro means with his ‘“‘de- 
fining’ of zodiacs, there is no use in stringing 
out the argument; for my star map is nothing 
less than a direct and uncompromising attack 
on the whole fallacious astrological structure 
that has been built upon the doctrine of a 
MOVING EQUINOX. It is nothing but a 
fictitious scheme, supvorted only by sophistical 
reason. Reconciliation of my viewpoint with his, 
therefore, is a possibility so remote that it is 
folly now to argue it. 

As far as the rates of change in the table are 
concerned, my authority for the Ecliptic change 
of 50” is no less an astronomical figure than 
the late Simon Newcomb, important enough to 
be listed in very small dictionaries. Accordin 
to Newcomb there is also a secular change 0 
**00024 which I deemed myself privileged to 
omit from the table in the interest of simplicity 
and convenience, although it is reflected in the 
position of the Equinox shown in the map. My 
rates of precession on the Equator are simply 
this Ecliptic rate converted into the Right 
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Ascension of the degrees of Aries corresponding 
thereto. This was the only possible procedure 
that would tie my map into current astrological 
ephemerides, tables, and statistics, without which 
the map could have no service value in convert- 
ing the “Signs” of the Sidereal or Moving 
Zodiac into the Fixed Zodiac of the Constella- 
tions bearing their names. And that was the 
eh for which the map was primarily com- 
piled. 

The functional value of that conception gov- 
erned my eiitire research also of course which 
have been embodied in the map. The most 
casual review of that work will easily warrant 
the conclusion that I was thinking of nothing 
else—least of all would it appear that I was 
thinking of the ramifications of Mr. Johndro’s 
approach to an entirely different objective. As 
you have rightly pointed out in your letter 
following his, time is not of the essence of 
scientific discoverience. However, the deduc- 
tions that governed my researches, while only 
accidentally competitive with his, are entirely 
confirmed by the inductive treatment of events 
as will be later shown; hence the logic of my 
case is as unassailable as the facts of it. 

Now for case material in validation of my 
“baseline,” I will draw on Mr. Johndro’s books 
rather than invite the charge of ‘‘hand-picking” 
cases to support my star map. Obviously the 
limits of space forbid any detailed comparison 
of the application of the two contending Green- 
wich baselines. But those who have Mr. John- 
dro’s books will find it good exercise to fill in 
the missing detail, and those who do not have 
them would find the intricate and lengthy argu- 
ment but tiresome at best. 

It is true that I borrowed Mr. Johndro’s di- 
rectional formula for which I rather fulsomely 
thanked him on the face of the map, in which I 
considered that I had discharged my obligation 
to a fellow hunter. In this I hope that all 
authors who follow me will feel free to use any- 
thing that I have published with no greater 
sense of obligation to me than I felt for him. 

But I quickly found that his formula was open 
to question due to the fact, that every one born 
on the same longitude would, by his method, 
have the Sun in the same angle of the chart, 
regardless of the time of year of such birth. In 
that connection see charts of Edward VII, George 
V, and William II, pages 123, 127 and 133 of 
THE EARTH IN THE HEAVENS. And most 
every one born in Eastern Longitudes of the 
United States would have 12th house Suns. Still 
believing that angles and houses mean some- 
thing in charts, this convinced me that the 
principle was wrong. Thereupon I issued Sup- 
plement to Man of March &th, 1934. based on 
the principle published in the DIAL at that 
time. This Supplement war sent to all direct 
buyers of the Map, and also placed in the 
hands of my dealers for distribution to their 
buyers. However, I was not entirely satisfied 
with that principle of directing, which though 
plausible was not catalvtic, so continued my 
researches into all available theories of direc- 
tional astrology. This resulted in my discovery 
of the method of directing on the Solar Interval 
to the Meridian. This met all catalytic tests 
on chain and group charts and, on May 14th, I 
sent these findings to all direct buyers of the 
DTAT., advising dealers also of the correction. 
On October 3rd, all direct buyers of the Map 
were sent final instructions in the correct 
method of using the Map in astrological work. I 

most certainly hope that future writers on this 
subject who follow me will have no such trouble 
with their borrowings of my works. 


The major difficulty in dealing with mundane 
events astrologically is that the exact nature of 
the event stubbornly resists classification in all 
but a small percentage of cases. We must cer- 
tainly know what happened before we can pre- 
tend to account for it in a chart or else, we 
must have enough confidence in our charts to 
rely on them to tell us what happened. DS ng 
is most strikingly demonstrated in Mr. John- 
dro’s first example in THE EARTH AND THE 


HEAVENS, from which all examples except 
the last of this letter have been taken. 

Example I, the Great Chicago Fire. 

It is one thing to deal with earthquakes, tidal 
waves, tornadoes, and other Acts of God, or 
with outbreaks of mob violence, are, and other 
phenomena of mass psychology, but it is quite 
another matter to account astrologically for a 
cow’s kicking over a lamp and causing the de- 
struction of the better part of a_ large cit 
The, question that concerns me in this example 
is, “how could Astrology have served to fore- 
tell this fire?” Unless a_ theory of accounta- 
bility, such as this example attempts, is avail- 
able for foretelling the recurrence of such an 
event, of what use is it? Is it possible that 
any ‘astrologer, studying Chicago’s year 1871 
would have gone behind the ingress of 1871 to 
that of 1870 for his predictive pattern, or would 
he have gone even as far back as the ingress 
of that Year? And then would he have been 
able to predict the holocaust on the subsequently 
supporting evidences brought forward by Mr. 
Johndro? doubt exceedingly if all these di- 
verse and widely intervalled elements would 
have been brought into a predictive pattern un- 
less astrological practice then was vastly different 
than it is today. 

This example is further complicated by the 
facts that we do not know exactly what hap- 
pened, hence any effort to fathom its astrologi- 
cal genesis is based on the shifting sands of 
sense- pereeption, nor do we know the TIME it 
happened because of that uncertainty compli- 
cated further by conflicting historical records of 
its starting date. “Curry’s History of Chicago” 
starts it on the 7th, Nelson’s Encyclopedia and 
Webster’s Chronological Section, the 8th, and 
the World Almanac, the 9th. The New York 
Public Library informs me that Curry is the 
final word in dating the fire as starting ‘‘Satur- 
day night, Oct. 7, 1871." We see that we are 
dealing with doubtful factors all around, for 
when questioning whether we are dealing with 
the conception, birth, or death of something, 
we are also questioning whether the beginning 
* end of the fire is the proper astrological 
ate. 

But to avoid further confusion in the study, 
I will use Johndro’s date, i. e., October 8th. 

To invoke the predictive values of astrology 
in this case, it seems necessary to project it as a 
4th house event (realty values) of the nature of 
Mars (destroyed by fire). On the probability 
that an astrologer of that time would have done 
the same, IT have charted the Solar Eclinse of 
June 18, 1871, on the Precessional Angles of 
the DIAL for Chicago, which are, MC Aquarius 
7, ascendent Gemini 1. This Eclipse occurred 
in 26:54 of Gemini. Directing the precessional 
chart on the are of the interval to the Meridian, 
we have ae? Siderial Time of 14th 58m 40s, and 
giving the MC as Scorpio 17, Ascendent Capri- 
corn 22. Mars squares the precessional Ascend- 
ent with Mercury therein. 

Bringing this up to the L unation of September 
14th, in Virgo 21.12 by the same directional 
method, we have Siderial Time 2h 19m 28s; 
MC Taurus 7, Ascendent Leo 17. Mars has 
moved to Scorpio 21 and the 4th house, opposi- 
tion MC of the Eclipse chart and square the 
Ascendent of this one. 

Setting the chart for the day of the event, 
. e., the 8th, with Siderial Time 5h 15, 36s, 
pe have MC Gemini 20, Ascendent 21.18 Virgo. 

The MC is moving to conjunction with the 
Eclipse point and the Nodal Axis. Ascendent 
is exactly on the previous Lunation, with con- 
junct Mercury at Venus, just below it, all 
square Nodes and the Eclipse degree. The 
Moon is just coming out of conjunction with 
Jupiter and Uranus, from which it squared Nep- 
tune, and is moving to trine Mars still in the 
4th. With Mars are also the South Node 
Elimination with all its implications) and Saturn, 
the latter probably the salvaging agent of what 
was left of the town. I would say that this 
nervous expansive and explosive Moon was the 
agent that set of Mars, conjecturally through 
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some contact in the Milker’s astro-system which 
communicated itself to the cow (a common enough 
phenomenon between man and beast). The mag- 
nitude of the damage (18,000 houses of value 
of 190 million dollars) from so ‘rivial a cause 
must be attributable to a populace, distracted, 
hysterical, and leaderless by reason of the pro- 
tracted chain of affiliations to the phenomenal 
angles of the place. Only the most witless con- 
duct could account for its spread. 

I believe that it is entirely possible to have 
forecasted the event from these charts if suffi- 
cient study was devoted to them. Certainly they 
offer for study an authentic chain of celestial 
periodicity, well meriting the confidence of seri- 
ous students of mundane astrology, in that they 
are entirely catalytic. 

Regrettably it is impossible to deal with fur- 
ther examples in any detail, but all in this book 
are subject to the same critical analysis. 

In example V, The San Francisco Fire and 
Earthquake, Mr. Johndro must needs report to 
the “middle 10th house’’ to get his coupling of 
7-1/2 Capricorn for the eight aspects listed on 

age 82, thus obviously forcing his demonstration. 

IAL ‘longitude of San Francisco (122:25 W 
37:48 N) and the coupling appears immediately 
in its Ascendent of Aries 7:11, with Capricorn 
4 on the MC. This example is possibly the most 
obvious and unmistakable testimony to the ac- 
curacy of my baseline. In many ways this is 
an event, paralleling the Chicago line. In many 
ways this is an event paralleling the Chicago 
fire. Chart of events shows the South Node 
is again in the 4th, Moon and Saturn hard by 
in the Sth, with Mars and Venus squaring the 
Nodes, 10th and 4th angles from the 7th. 
Again we see the Elimination of Realty of 
Values by fire. 

The cases of the Titanic and the Two Astors 
offer also interesting and convincing comparisons. 
The Tokyo Earthquake has already been com- 
pared in my article, ““The Calcutta Earthquake.” 
(October American Astrology.) 

In connection with Mr. Johndro’s_ severe 
criticism of my arbitrary choice of a location 
for the India quake in that article, would like 
to say that I have subseqeuntly been informed 

. by the New York Times’ Iniormation Service 
that Cawnpore was reported as the heaviest suf- 
ferer. This point is 80:14 East longitude, which 
was the Meridian of my first chart of that event. 
Therefore, I forefeited some of my advantage in 
subsequently estimating the point as 82:22 East. 
Had my chart been set for Cawnpore it would 
have been nothing short of perfect. 

And finally, in the concluding chapter of THE 
STARS, Mr. Johndro makes a study of the out- 
break of the Great War and the Solar Eclipse 
THEREAFTER of August 21st, in Leo 27/35. 
His conclusions are based on the coupling of 
this degree with his Leo Precessional Ascendents 
for Sarajevo and other European participants 
in the war. DIAL longitude of darjevo (18 
East) and Taurus 27 will be found on its Meri- 
dian. I submit to the Astrologically minded the 
question of whether the assassination of Ferdin- 
and and the eventualities that followed are of 
the nature of aspects to the Ascendent, then let 
us abandon reference to this FUTURE Eclipse 
and revert to that of February 25th in 6 Pisces. 
This_ Eclipse occurred within a half degree of 
my Precessional Descendent (The War Making 
Angle) for Berlin. I am sure that the study of 
Pisces and this 7th Angle for the interval from 
this Eclipse to the outbreak of the War will 
yield the periodicity of celestial events that 
Started it at that point. 

hile I haven’t the least doubt of my base- 
line making a better demonstration of every 
one of Mr. Johndro’s examples, I can still say 
that in my estimation his two books cited are 
most valuable contributions to astrology, and 
that they would gain in popularity were he 
less pedantic and if his attitude that “I am 

Sir Oracle; When my mouth opens let no dog 

bark” was substantially modified. 
My own works are offered to the World with 
keen relish for the rough and tumble of their 


defense, but I hope that the next challenger will 
bring forward a better case.

HAUPTMANN 


Dear Mr. Clancy :— 

All the Astrologers are working on Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann’s Chart and I simply offer 
my own conclusions in case they may be in- 
teresting to you and your readers. 

The date given on Hauptmann’s driver’s li- 
cense, printed in the papers, was November 26, 
1899. Presuming this is correct I am using 
twenty-one degrees of Aquarius on the Ascend- 
ant, as Saturn being stationary at that point 
during the time of Hauptmann’s trial, it seems 
a definite indication of what the correct As- 
cending degree might be. This brings 14 Sagit- 
tarius on the Mid-Heaven which Neptune is 
squaring now. ‘The Sun, Mars, Uranus and 
eae fall in the Ninth House, indicating 
lauptmann’s removal to a distant country from 
the one of his birth. It puts Mercury, Venus 
and Saturn directly in the Mid-Heaven opposed 
by Neptune in the Fourth House. Pluto stands 
exactly over the Cusp of the Fourth House... 
may we interpret this as a drastically unfortu- 
nate end to his career? 

Not going into much detail on all the bad 
aspects in his Chart, the one good one is _ his 
Moon in the Seventh House, sextiling Jupiter, 
which should account for the help his wife has 
given him. Even this is weak so that it is 
simply one ray of light through a vast expanse 
of darkness. 

In February and March Jupiter will transit 
its own place in his Chart, so if the trial ex- 
tends into these months it is sure to help him, 
but with Neptune gradually approaching the 
square of Pluto and Mars later in 1935 and re- 
maining squared to the M. C. throughout I can- 
not see that there is much to hope for. Saturn 
squares his Sun and Uranus for many months, 
adding to the list of malefic aspects. 

I offer this because, out of many Charts which 
I have seen for Hauptmann, I feel that this is 
the most nearly correct. Please add more data 
to it if you wish.

Answer: You would probably find helpful, 
our correlation of the twelve signs with the 
twelve instincts. 

Some years ago Professor MacDougal in 
his “Social Psychology” published a list of 
twelve instincts which we found fitted neat- 
ly into the Zodiacal pattern as follows: 


Aries—Self Assertion 
Taurus—Acquisitiveness 
Gemini—Flight 
Cancer—Parental 

Leo—Reproduction 

Virgo—Nutrition 

Libra—Self-Abasement 
Scorpio—Pugnacity 

Sagittarius—Curiosity 
Capricorn—Construction 
Aquarius—Gregariousness 

Pisces—Repulsion 


Now if we will combine these with the 
nine emotional urges corresponding to each 
of the Planets (exclusive of Pluto), we find 
that we have a PERIODIC TABLE, of the 
elements of Consciousness corresponding to 
the 12 series and 9 groups of Mendeleeff’s 
Periodic Table of the Elements of Matter. 

Prof. James defines an instinct as “A ten- 
dency to act” and an emotion as “A ten- 
dency to feel.” Combine an instinctive urge 
to action with an emotional urge to re-action 
and the result is an elementary state of con- 
sciousness that is stepped up through vary- 
ing degrees of intensity (or awareness) from 
the dream stage of lowest forms of life,

MARINE DISASTERS

Baltimore, Md., Oct. 6, 1934

NEW YORK, Oct. 6—The number of dis- 
asters at sea has been swelled since September 8, 
when the liner Morro Castle burned off the New 
Jersey coast with a loss of 132 lives. 

One ship, the British freighter Millpool, is 
feared lost off the Newfoundland coast, at least 
thirteen ocean-going vessels have been damaged 
by. flames, and several ships have been in col- 
ision. 


Disasters Pecorded 


Since the Morro Castle tragedy the following 
incidents have been written into the maritime fire 
record: 

Sept. 11—Fire discovered in the refrigerating 
plant of the Santa Barbara, American motor ship 
in port at New York; extinguished after slight 
damage. 

Sept. 12—Fire found in hold of the British 
steamer Bradburn, Galvaston for obe. The 
ship, considerably damaged, was berthed at Bal- 
boa, her cotton cargo ruined. 

Sept. 13—Fire started in the coal bunkers of 
the German steamer Cassell; extinguished with 
slight damage and ship proceeded to the Azores. 
The Norwegian motor ship I. K. Ward caught 
fire at Gothenburg, Sweden; damage not serious. 

Sept. 16—Yacht Zowie destroyed by fire at 
Cambridge, Md. 

Sept. 19—Fire found in the hold of the Ameri- 
can motor liner Santa Rita when 200 miles west 
of Balboa; extinguished with slight damage. 

Engine room fire caused slight damage in the 
ipeneses steamer Taiyo Maru, Shanghai, for San 

rancisco.

Sept. 20—American steamer Gerard Klein de- 
stroyed by fire at Manchester, Pa. British 
steamer Anglo-Australian damaged slightly by 
fire at Wallsend. 

Sept. 24—Norwegian steamer Grenmar caught 
fire off Holland coast; damage unknown. 

_ Sept. 26—Norwegian motor ship Estella ar- 
rived in London with fire in hold; damage un- 
determined.

INVENTION AND THE 
MOON’S NODES

For some time, the writer as a_ technical re- 
search worker, had noticed cyclical variation in 
the inventive and creative powers of his co- 
workers. Because of its rapid fluctuation, it 
was accredited to a lunar influence. Therefore 


he began statistical efforts to connect this varia- 
tion with some Astrological circustances of the 
Moon. 

This was a task of no little magnitude. For 
months, a daily tabulation was made of the num- 
ber and quality of the ideas submitted by the 
writer’s associates for general consideration. 

When a quantity of information had been col- 
lected it was rated and analyzed. Attempts 
were made to correlate this information with the 
Moon’s affairs, i. e., Sign, aspects, etc. No par- 
ticular success was had until a curious use of 
the Moon’s aspect to the Nodes was tried. Then 
several interesting things unfolded themselves. 

Astrologically, the Moon’s Nodes are always 
in opposition. Therefore the Moon in its Zodia- 
cal passage forms two minimum (North Node 
and South Node) and two maximum (the op- 
posing squares) aspects. 

When the Moon was on, or in the immediate 
vicinity of, the North Node, the ideas were theo- 
retical, visionary, and most suitable for ex- 
ploratory use. As the Moon’s position advanced 
towards the square aspect a marked dimunition 
in the quality of ideas took place. There was a 
striking lack of originality. This condition was 
very marked on occasions when the exact aspect 
was reached during working hours. 

As the Moon moved on to the South Node, 
the ideas became very practical and suitable for 
commercial use. At the actual conjunction (if 
it occurred during working hours—the most in- 
genious and financially successful schemes were 
developed. With the passage of the Moon to- 
wards the succeeding square aspect the prac- 
ticiality diminished until a condition arrived that 
was apparently equivalent in lack of originality 
to that of the former square aspect. 

With the Moon’s return towards the North 
Node the theoretical qualities came forward un- 
til the original influence was reasserted at con- 
junction. 

The Signs passed through by the Nodes and 
Moon seemed to have very little influence if any. 
This seemed contrary to expectations, but it was 
substantiated by facts. From this investigation 
three things seem reasonably apparent: 

First, that the presence of the Moon near its 
South Node favors the conception of ideas with 
a visionary outlook. 

Second, that the presence of the Moon near - 
its South Node favors the conception of ideas 
with a practical and commercial outlook. 

Third, that the position of the Moon near the 
square aspect to the Nodes greatly diminishes 
creative originality. 

These facts mean that about two weeks of 
each lunar month are available for inventive 
thought of value. The writer has applied these 
principles to himself with success, He syn- 
chronizes his practical and theoretical require- 
ments with the Moon’s aspects to the Nodes. 
Thus he has about a week for each type of work. 
The balance of the time he applies towards the 
routine necessary for the consolidation and dem- 
omens of the ideas so gained. 

these principles are generally apotieatic, 
oan should on very useful to those who live by 
the product of their minds. 


MORRO CASTLE 


Question: Does anyone have date for 
launching of the “Morro Castle” and can 
anyone gives the hour of her last sailing 
from Havana? 

Answer: The Morro Castle was a record 
breaker in more ways than one, a fast boat 
with a rather stormy career. 

Launched—March 5, 1930. 
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Maiden Voyage—August 23, 1930. 

Lost in terrific storm—September 18, 
1933. 

Caught in a crossfire of Cuban gunboats— 
November, 1933. 

Sailed from Havana—Between 6 and 7 
p. m. September 5, 1934. 

Destroyed by fire—near Asbury Park, N. 
J.—September 8, 1934.—Fire first discovered 
by a steward at 12:15 a. m., beyond control 
at 2:30 a. m., alarm given at 3:15 a. m. 

Capt. Robert R. Willmott born—February 
15, 1878. 

The following analysis of a chart erected 
for 2:30 a. m., September 8th, for the lo- 
cation of the disaster contributed by Henry 
J. Raab, 2720 Silverhill Road, Baltimore, 
Md., furnishes some interesting compari- 
sons that are worthy of consideration by 
other students. 


NEPTUNE AND THE SEA 


To Neptune is conceded rulership over the 
sea and marine transportation. Accordingly, any 
unusual activity of Neptune by aspect from other 

lanets should result in unsual -narine events, 
ortunate or unfortunate. Unfortunately, fortu- 
nate marine events seldom reach the status of 
“news,” while the disasters are reported in glar- 
ing headlines. 

Neptune is now very active, in that its position 
is being transmitted by Mercury, Venus, Mars, 
and the Sun and Moon, the Lunation of Septem: 
ber 9th, having taken place just three degrees 
from Neptune. Even the most casual reader of 
the daily press has no doubt been struck with 
the great number of marine accidents, most of 
which have been by fire. 

The first of these ha “my s was the disaster 
of the Morro Castle, off the , shen coast on the 
morning of September 8th. A Chart erected for 
that location at 2:30 a. m., which is generally 
thought to be the hour at which the fire be- 
gan, contains some interesting indications. 

1. Mars in conjunction with the Dragon’s 
Tail on the ascendant, this conjunction 
being squared by Uranus from the Mid- 
heaven. 

. The Moon approaching the lunation, with 
Neptune between the Lights and with 
Venus conjunct the Moon, making a 
powerful configuration of these , 
planets Stellium United. 

The complex configuration in this chart seems 
to center around Venus, and it must be remem- 
bered that the voyage of the Morro Castle was 
primarily a pleasure cruise. The presence of 
Mars conjunct the Dragon’s Tail on the As- 
cendant indicates but one thing—violence with 
unfortunate consequences, and with the configura- 
tion in Leo, what else is needed for a violent 
fire? Since the Moon is approaching the lunation 
and is under the subtle orb of Neptune, the 
Dragon’s Tail is_ particularly indicative. With 
the Lights and Neptune in Virgo, “the sign of 
the masses,” this was certainly no good indica- 
- for the mass of passengers on the ill-fated 
ship. 

The effects of Neptune and Uranus may ac- 
count for the general confusion that reigned, 
and which prevented proper and efficient escape 
from the burning ship, and also for the helpless- 
ness of the proper authorities on the vessel be- 
cause of secret plots and activities and subtle 
lawnessness.

Py sign ruling the heart, may account for this, 
An examination of the Master’s chart, if_avail- 
able, may make startling revelations. (Febru- 
ary 15, 1878.) Nevertheless, the influence of 
Neptune in this position and under present con- 
ditions cannot be doubted in the face of the con- 
tinued reports of marine fires and other mis- 
haps that continue to appear in the daily press.

PLANETARY PERIODS 


Question: I have enjoyed reading some 
of the recent issues of your magazine—but 
have failed to find there what I have been 
seeking. I would like to make a further 
study of astrology—but I lack the neces- 
sary time for that. 

I wish to learn of the latest previous days 
when astral conditions were similar to these 
dates, for example: October 15, 1934; No- 
vember 1, 1934; November 15, 1934; to aid 
me in some problems I am trying to solve?

Answer: An answer to this question in- 
volves a consideration of the specific planet 
or planetary configurations involved. 

There are, of course, no two dates quite 
similar in a general sense that is to say 
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with respect to all the planets or the com- 
plete planetary pattern, but when we take 
into consideration individual planets we find 
that these move according to well defined 
cycles. 

For instance, Venus returns to the same 
degree of the Zodiac on the same day of 
the year every 8 years with an added in- 
crement of 1° 32’. This information may 
be most valuable in determining the basic 
tendency of Solar conjunctions in individual 
cases. Thus, the forthcoming solar conjunc- 
tion of Venus due on November 18th, 1934, 
is a recurrence of a Sun-Venus conjunction 
that occurred November 18th, 1926, and pre- 
vious in November, 1918, 1910, 1902, etc. 
Such conjunctions if occurring within a de- 
gree or two of a natal planet may have great 
significance for the individual involved. 
Similarly Sun-Mercury or Sun-Mars con- 
junctions repeat in the same degree of the 
Zodiac every 79 years. 

The complete planetary cycles are as fol- 
lows: 


Neptune 164 years 280 days means annual 
motion 2.10.54. 

Uranus 84 years gives an advance in longi- 
tude of 40’ only. 

Saturn 59 years given an advance of 1 de- 
gree 53’, 

Jupiter has a period of exactly 83 years. 

Mars 79 years given an advance of 1 de- 
gree 34’. 

Venus 8 years gives a mean advance of 1 
degree 32’ but inconstant. 

Mercury 79 years gives a mean advance of 
1 degree 27’ but irregular. 


There are several other major cycles also 
worthy of consideration, for instance, the 
opposition of Jupiter to Uranus, October 10, 
1934, was a repetition of a similar opposi- 
tion (as to month and sign) that occurred 
on October 22, 1852. However, the Jupiter- 
Uranus opposition repeats from various 
signs every 14 years. Saturn-Neptune con- 
junctions (and oppositions) repeat every 37 
years. Saturn-Jupiter conjunctions repeat 
every 20 years, etc. 


PREDICTION 
Walter Winchell says: 


Noting the convention of the astrologers in 
Miami—one of us wonders why no one has men- 
tioned the beating they took on the Lindbergh 
baby’s death. When it was mm many astrolo- 
gers got themselves in print by featuring horo- 
scopes of the child’s future. What he’d do 
when he grew up, etc. Not one of them fore- 
saw any danger for the baby. 

When he was kidnapped, one prominent pre- 
dictor told in the newsreel how the baby would 
be ——- and soon! And it would be alive and 
well. 

Their alibis would make diverti: copy, now, 
I think. Let any of them consider themselves 
double-dared, 









Well—and that’s that—what about it As- 
trologers? 


Personally, we have no alibi to offer we 
never published anything about the child. 
We did not feel under any obligation to 
give the Lindbergh baby a free reading 
when it was born and we were not asked 
to assist in the solution of the kidnapping 
so why bother?—we didn’t. 


Astrologers who climb frantically upon 
the band-wagon of publicity in a case of this 
kind always present a picture that is at best 
ridiculous and rather pathetic. 


They must know that they will not be 
taken seriously, that their findings (if any) 
will be laughed out of court, and anyway 
what can they possibly accomplish in a case 
of this kind unless they be permitted to op- 
erate with official status at least on an equal 
footing with the police. 


So far as reading the chart of this child 
when it was born is concerned. Just ex- 
actly what would have happened to the As- 
trologer who 1n June, 1930, might have had 
the temerity to publicly predict that Charles 
Augustus Lindbergh, Jr. would be kidnapped 
and murdered before he attained his second 
birthdate? And what good would it have done 
had the prediction been made? Obviously 
those who may have had the ability to for- 
- this were also wise enough to remain 
silent. 


However, the contest announced on page 
63 of this issue would seem to promise 
something definite—Astrologers do your 
stuff—but PLEASE soft-pedal the intuition. 
Let us have conclusions based upon rules 
that once known can be tested and applied 
to similar events. This is the scientific ap- 
proach and the only one that has any prac- 
tical value. 


Incidentally, we might call your attention 
to our remarks re: Hauptmann on page 17 
of the November issue, wherein we hinted 
that since a certain significant area was un- 
occupied in Hauptmann’s Chart he would 
probably NOT be convicted of murder—we 
might have added for the very good reason 
that he did NOT kill the child. 

It is a curious fact in connection with 
Hauptmann’s Chart that in addition to the 
case of “Paranoia” mentioned in our last 
issue as having the same birthdate as Haupt- 
mann we also understand that Al Singer— 
convicted in the U. S. Bank crash was also 
born November 26th, 1899. 

By the way, what about this Astrological 
Convention?—or—maybe we shouldn’t have 
mentioned it again—perhaps it’s a secret— 
’s no use, folks, you can’t keep anything 
from Winchell.

Question: Do you know where I can 
get the birthdate of Rasputin? 


Answer: This is a date that seems to be 
somewhat controversial. References to the 
files of the New York Public Library re- 
veals little that is conclusive. There have 
been literally hundreds of books written 
about this man—and they all give a differ- 
ent birthdate it seems. The Library has 
dates ranging all the way from 1864 to 1873 
and as the consensus of opinion seemed to 
favor the 1864 date this is the year usually 
given out by the Library when Rasputin’s 
birthdate is asked for. 


We even contacted a relative of Rasputin 
now residing in New York, but while we 
got from him much regarding the family 
history we could get nothing definite on the 
one point that interested us. 


However, out of the welter of contradic- 
tory testimony we finally sifted a date that 
seems to be from several points of view 
most authentic. 


A Book by “Charles Omessa” translated 
from the French by Frances Keyser and 
published in the Strand Magazine, January 
1918, advises us that “Gregory Effimovitch 
—called Rasputin” was born in Siberia July 
7, 1872. It is assumed that this date is ac- 
cording to the Old Style calendar, because 
that is the type of calendar in use in Rus- 
sia at the time this book was written, in 
— case the N. S. date would be July 19, 
872. 


It must be admitted that the Planetary 
pattern for this date certainly does accurate- 
ly reveal the character of the man as evi- 
denced by his career.

SOLAR HOROSCOPES

This being so, and there 
being other Symbolic Directions of a like nature, 
I ventured to suggest that she should soon hear 
the “Bells.”” The engagement was announced 
shortly after and the ceremony conducted on 
September 8th, 1934. 

The chart of the interested gentleman is well 
known to me and shows Virgo 17 Rising, the Sun 
in Aquarius 14, his progressed Mars, her Ruling 
Planet, being trine the radical Sun and Mid- 
heaven for 1933 and 1934. His Jupiter, ruler 
of the 7th, was also coming to a sextile of the 
birth-time Moon. The contracting parties both 
have the Part of Fortune on the same degree. 

On the day of the wedding, which was one 
of several days selected as Astrologically suit- 
able, there was a New Moon conjunct his As- 
cendant, and in sextile to her Ascendant and 
Mercury. 

On that day also the transiting Saturn was 
in her 5th Solar House. Venus in her Solar 
10th, with Jupiter in her Solar Ist, blending the 
opposition. Astrologers who have learned of 
Paul G. Clancy not to sit dumb should a birth 
time be missing, will be able to read much 
into the symbolism of this configuration without 


going further. If you will turn to the Dail 
uide portion of American Astrology Vol. II, 
No. 7, and read for both, the related forecasts 
for September 8th, taking Libra-Scorpio for the 
lady and Aquarius-Virgo for the gentleman, 
you will be able to see at once how appropri- 
ately each forecast tunes in with the event. 


Space is valuable so I only quote those ap- 
plying to the gentleman here. Page 58. Aquar- 
ius Daily Guide. Sept. 8th. ‘An important de- 
velopment in the department of business associ- 
ation. This marks a final decision of a safe 
crossing. An event which closes the door on 
a past condition and opens a new avenue of 
progress.” Page 48, Virgo Daily Guide gives 
for September 8th ‘‘Personal enterprises much 
favored. Push your affairs. A new, ambitious

No student of Astrology is possessed of even 
the bare elements of equipment without an 
Ephemeris for the year of birth, the following 
year also if progressed dates require it, and also 
one for the current year, in addition to these a 
correctly calculated Nativity is a treasure of 
never ending use and value. Thus armed you 
can soon learn to detect whether the forecasts 
attune to the department of your life entered in 
the Sun’s place, or whether they are related 
to the more material activities of the Ascendant. 
A little comparative study on these lines will 
soon show you how excellently Paul G. Clancy 
does his work. The wise do not interest them- 
selves in Astrology for the purpose of knowing 
in advance what sort of a day is coming, but 
so that they may learn of the Law. Knowledge

Wallace Takes Chance on 
Weather Scientist 


Secretary of Agriculture Wallace is going to 
experiment again in an effort to help the farmer 
and let the jeers fall where they may. He has 
et on the Weather Bureau payroll, he con- 
essed, a 26-year-old fellow-Iowan who believes 
that the moon and the stars hold the secrets of 
forecasting the weather months in advance. 

Larry Page, the optimistic scientist, got his 
degree in physics at Drake University, where he 
began in 1931 to check scientifically old racial 
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superstititions about the phases of the moon and 
the planets on farm conditions. 

“T give him one chance in ten,” said Wallace, 
“but it’s worth a try.”

Premature cold already experienced here, un- 
usual barometric activity on the weather map, 
high-pressure areas heading here directly from 
Canada, and mild temperatures now reported in 
Montana are among the observations upon which 
Wills bases his forecast. 

Also he pointed out that the law of averages 
oints to a bitter Winter, six mild Winters 
aving preceded the unusual cold of last year.

BEES READY FOR A MILD WINTER 


Squirrels, Too, Expect Little Cold Weather 


RANGELEY, Me., Oct. 31 (AP)—Take it 
from the bees and the squirrels, it’s going to be 
a mild winter. 

Weather sages hereabouts note the bees are 
building their nests close to the ground, reputedly 
an indication the snow fall will be comparatively 


light. And in common with the squirrels they’re 

gathering only a small store of food in expecta- 

tion the duration of cold weather will be short. 

Astrologically speaking we find two major 
configurations that might be accepted as a 
foundation upon which to base a weather 
forecast that may hit somewhere near the 
middle. 

As stated on page 17 of the October issue 
of American Astrology, we have found 
reasons for correlating weather conditions 
with the Planetary Nodes—Lunations (or 
Eclipses) conjuncting South Nodes of a 
planet tends to release the forces of the 
Planet involved in an extreme or destruc- 
tive manner. 

On December 6th, 1934, we find a luna- 
tion conjunction the South Node of Uranus 
and on February 3, 1934, a lunation con- 
juncts the South Node of Neptune. Both 
of these should be very significant of the 
weather likely to be encountered during the 
coming winter. 

There is still much to be done in regard 
to accurately classifying the various planets 
in regard to weather, but we may safely ac- 
cept the interpretations of the Brotherhood 
of Light to date as given in the Manu- 
scripts re: “Weather Forecasting.”

Therein we find Uranus classified as fol- 
lows—generally extreme weather conditions 
with sudden and radical changes.
